Half And Half Tuna Salad Sandwiches

At a recent and delightful luncheon with 
my cousins (there were 10 of us) they called 


‘my tuna salad sandwiches “Half and Half- 


Tuna Sandwiches” because I use a delicious 
combination of Bumble Bee Tuna packed in 
olive oil and a can of the Italian tuna fish, 
Genova Yellow Fish Tuna. 

Today’s recipe calls for one can of each 
which fills about one dozen finger rolls so

RECIPE: 
‘1 can of Genova Yellow Fish Tuna (packed 
in olive oil) 


1 can of Bumble Bee Tuna (packed in Ol- 
ive Oil) 
2 stalks of celery finely chopped 


12 finger rolls (the package comes with 


18 rolls) 


Drain the two cans of tuna, place in 


a bowl and break apart. Add celery and 


enough mayonnaise to the tuna and celery 
to be well blended and mix all together. 

. Fill each finger roll as desired. Cover 
tightly and refrigerate until ready to serve. 
This is a great combo and a great taste. . 

Serve with your favorite chips, fries or 
salad. 


Healthy Rice Pudding

Rice pudding is one of my favorite des- 
serts. 
Normally loaded with cows milk, white 
sugar, and white rice (which means pretty 
much no nutrition or fiber.) This recipe 


takes the cake. Swapping the white rice for - 


short grain brown rice (long grain will not 
get good results), real maple syrup (prefer- 
ably Grade B), cinnamon (which modulates 
blood sugar) adding nuts (which add impor- 
tant monounsaturated fat, fiber, and miner- 
als) and using coconut milk instead of cows 
milk (contains Lauric acid, a- certain type 
of fat called MCT which your body loves) 
makes this dessert luscious and healthy. 
RECIPE: 
1 can organic coconut milk 
Water (just enough to make the total liq- 


uid content 2 3/4 cups) 


‘1 cup short grain brown rice 


1/4 cup unsweetened dried shredded co- 
conut 

4 ‘tibieiesoes. maple syrup (the real 
stuff) 

3/4 tsp cinnamon 


1/2 tsp nutmeg 


1/3 cup slivered almonds or pistachios (or 


any nut of choice) 


Combine milk, water, rice, and coco- 
nut in medium sauce. pan and bring to boil 


over high heat. Reduce heat to low and stir. 


Cover and simmer about 50 minutes. 
Stir in everything else except the nuts, 


until well combined. Cover and remove - 


from heat. Let stand for 10 minutes. Top 
with nuts.Serve hotorcold. ~~.

Burning Mouth 


Syndrome

Burning mouth syndrome 


is the medical term for on- 


going (chronic) or recurrent 
burning in the mouth with-. 
out an obvious cause. This. 


discomfort may. affect the 
tongue, gums, and lips, in- 
side of your cheeks, roof of 
your mouth or widespread 
areas of your whole mouth. 

The burning sensation 
can be severe, as if you 
scalded your mouth. Burn- 
ing mouth syndrome can 
appear unexpectedly or de- 
velop gradually over time. 
Regrettably, the cause often 
can’t be determined. Al- 
though that makes treatment 
more challenging, you can 


often get burning mouth - 


syndrome under better con- 
trol by working diligently 
with your health care team.

The — discomfort from 
burning mouth syndrome 


_ characteristically has sever- 


al different patterns. It-may 


’ occur every day, with little 


discomfort when you wake, 
but become worse as the day 
progresses, start as soon as 
you wake up and last all day 


or come and go, Whatever 


pattern of mouth discomfort 
you have, burning mouth 


_ syndrome may persist for 
‘months to years. In rare cas- 


es, symptoms may suddenly 


. disappear on their own or 


become less frequent. Some 
sensations may be tempo- 
rarily relieved during eating 


- or drinking. Burning mouth 


syndrome usually doesn’t 
cause any noticeable physi- 
cal changes to your tongue 
or mouth. If you have dis- 


comfort, burning or sore- . 


ness of your tongue, lips, 
gums or other areas of your 
mouth, see your doctor or 
dentist. They may need to 
collaborate to help pinpoint

a cause and develop an ef- 
fective plan of treatment. 
The cause of burning 
mouth syndrome can be 
classified as either primary 
or secondary. When no clin- 
ical or lab abnormalities can 
be identified, the condition is 
called primary or idiopathic 
burning mouth syndrome. 
Some research suggests 
that primary burning mouth 


syndrome is related to prob- 


lems with taste and sensory 
nerves of the. peripheral 
or central nervous system. 
Sometimes. burning mouth 
syndrome is  iriggered by 
an underlying medical con- 
dition. In these cases, it’s 
called secondary parning 
mouth syndrome. 
These conditions can 
include: “dry mouth or 
problems with the salivary 
gland function, other oral 
conditions such as a fun- 
gal infection of the mouth 


(oral thrush), an inflamma- - 


tory condition called oral 
lichen planus or a condition 
called geographic tongue 
that gives.the tongue a map- 


._.like appearance, nutritional 


deficiencies, such as a lack 
of iron, zinc, folate (vitamin 
B-9), thiamin (vitamin B-1), 


riboflavin (vitamin B-2), - 


pyridoxine (vitamin B-6) 
and. cobalamin (vitamin 


_ B-12),. dentures(especially 
if they don’t fit well); al- 


lergies, acid reflux, medi- 
cations, particularly high 
blood pressure medications, 
endocrine disorders such 


as diabetes or underactive 


thyroid, oral habits such as 
biting the tip of the tongue

and teeth grinding, exces- 


sive mouth irritation, which . 


may result from overbrush- 
ing your tongue, using abra- 


sive toothpastes, overusing. - 


mouthwashes or having 
too many acidic drinks and 
lastly various psychological 
factors. 

There’s no one test that 
can determine if you have 
burning mouth syndrome. 
Instead, your health care 
providers will try to rule 


out other problems before 
diagnosing burning mouth 


syndrome. Your doctor or 
dentist will review your 
medical history and medica- 
tions, examine your mouth, 
and ask you to describe your 
symptoms, oral habits and 
oral care practices. In addi- 


tion, your doctor will likely 


perform a general medical 


exam, looking for indica-. 


tions of other conditions. 
You may have some of 

the following tests: Blood 

tests, oral cultures or bi- 


- opsies, allergy tests, sali- 


vary measurements, gastric 


reflux tests, MRI and CT © 


scan or other imaging tests 
to check for other health 
problems. Your doctor may 
also try temporarily stop- 
ping medication to see -if 
your discomfort goes away 
and may ask you to fill out a 
psychological questionnaire 


‘that can help determine if 


you. have symptoms of de- 
pression, anxiety or. other 
mental health conditions. 
For secondary burning 
mouth syndrome, treatment 
depends on any underlying 
conditions that may be caus- 


ing your mouth discom- 
fort. For example, replac- 
ing poorly fitting dentures 
or taking supplements for 


a vitamin deficiency may - . 


relieve your discomfort. 


.That’s why it’s important 


to try to pinpoint the eause. 
Once any underlying causes 
are treated, your burning 
mouth syndrome symptoms 
should get better. 

There’s no known cure 
for primary burning mouth 
syndrome and no one defi- - 
nite way to treat it. Solid 
research on the most ef- 
fective methods is lacking. 
Treatment depends on your 
particular symptoms and is 
aimed at controlling them. 

Some of the treatment 

é vailabl a 
clude: 

¢ Saliva 
products — 

¢ Specific oral rinses or 
lidocaine 

* Capsaicin, a pain re- 
liever that comes from chili 
peppers 

¢ An anticonvulsant med- 
ication called clonazepam 


replacement 


. (Klonopin) 


¢ Certain antidepressants 

* Medications that block 
nerve pain 

* Cognitive behavioral. 
therapy 

- You may need to try nu- 

merous treatment methods 
before finding one or a com- 
bination that helps diminish 
your mouth discomfort.

At that point, we’ll be able to fund retirement benefits at 
75 percent unléss changes are made to the law. In the past, 
Social Security has evolved to meet the needs of a changing 
population — and you can count on Social security. in the 
future.

Because you’re a long way from retirement, you may 
have a tough time seeing the value of benefit payments that 
could be many. decades in the future.

tion Committee. 


Duncan Mellor, the prin- 
cipal coastal engineer for 
Tighe & Bond, said the cur- 
rent boat ramp is not prop- 
erly graded. The bottom 
of the single-lane ramp is 
too flat to allow boats to be 
launched during low tide. 

“If you've been down 
to this ramp at low tide, it 
‘gets very flat at the bottom,” 


Mellor said. “The problem. 


with that is you don’t have 
enough water depth to get 
your boat in the water be- 
fore your exhaust goes in 

the water.” 
The city plans to install 
a 30-foot-wide, double-lane 
ramp in place of the cur-

requirements. Laforest said 
that could set a precedent for 
the Louis parking lot, where

condos on site. 
“I don’t want a develop-

eficial to the neighborhood,” 
she stated. 

Michael Cheney, a for- 
mer Ward 1 councillor, was 
among those in attendance 
who questioned the propos- 
al to expand the maritime 
center.

Council Seeks Report On 
Potential Downtown Tax Incentives

City councillors want 
administration officials’ to 
review whether tax breaks 
can be used to help bring 
new development to Quin- 
cy Center, and whether it 


- would be wise to offer such 


incentives. _ 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci introduced a reso- 
lution Monday night ask- 
ing Mayor Thomas Koch’s 
administration to review 
whether tax incentives could 
be used to spur redevelop- 
ment in Quincy Center. The 
resolution seeks an analysis 
of how those tax incentives 
— which are allowed under 
Massachusetts law — would 
be used in the downtown 
and whether it would be ad- 
visable to consider them. 

The council approved the 
resolution on an 8-0 vote, 
sending it to the adminis- 
tration for consideration. 
Councillor Joseph Finn was 
not in attendance Monday. 

Palmucci said the devel- 
opers could make payments 
for items such as affordable 
housing and receive a break 
on property taxes for a cer- 

tain period of time after con- 
struction, instead of having 
them pay full property taxes 
and not pay into the afford- 
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It is, instead,  lcauade 
eases with a variety of differ- 


able housing fund and oth- 


ers. 

“The way I would like 
to see it used, is rather than 
incentivizing developmert 
downtown by agreeing in the 


(urban renewal) covenant to 
-waive the art fund, the af- 


fordable housing piece and 
contributions to the parking 
structures and the parking 
needs downtown, the next 
developer pays into those 
funds at a full rate — so the 
taxpayers won’t have to on 
the upfront — and then they 
get a benefit in the back end 
where they have a discount- 
ed real estate tax moving 
forward,” Palmucci stated. 
“Even if that’s not the 
direction the administration 
chooses to take with this, it 
at least gives the mayor an- 
other tool in the toolbox to 
invite developers in-and try 
to incentivize the right kind 
of growth downtown.” 
Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain said it was a good idea 
to consider other ways the 
city could attract new devel- 


- opers to Quincy Center. 
“I think this is a great 


idea. I think it’s always 
good to take an opportunity 
to sharpen those pencils and 
think of how we can best be 


positioning ourselves for .

velopment. The DIF bonds 


are paid back using new 


tax revenue generated in 
Quincy Center. The council 
has authorized borrowing 
$410 million in DIF bonds 
to date. 

Walker said the $55. mil- 
lion in new DIF bonds in- 
cluded in the URDP amend- 
ment is based on preliminary 
cost estimates, and the city 
could wind up borrowing 
less money once the costs 
are further refined. 

“These are all estimates 
based on the fondnap here,” 
he stated. 

The sale of the Semhock 
Lot and Ross Garage site 
to developers is expected 
to provide more than $21 
million to the city — $9.85 
million from the sale of the 
Hancock Lot and $12 from 
the Ross Garage site. 

Additionally, the city an- 
ticipates using $40 million 
state Infrastructure. Invest- 
ment Incentive (I-Cubed) 
money to pay for some of 
the costs.

He was a beloved 


member of the family who lived a special life touching 
the hearts of everyone who knew him. 


It’s a life that had its ups and downs but this beloved 


canine always persevered. 
Miles was a rescue dog. He was adopted by Mark, 


his wife Carol and sons Patrick and Tom after Hur- - 


ricane Katrina. Miles belonged to another family in 
New Orleans who had been displaced by that devas- 
tating hurricane in the fall of 2005. When Katrina hit, 
the family lost everything. . 

_ The family left Louisiana and lived in a car while 
trying to find housing. Miles was boarded in Novem- 


ber of 2005. Then, in January 2006, the family was - 


forced to surrender Miles. They had found a place to 


live but couldn’t take Miles with them because no pets 
- were allowed. 
Miles was taken in by Angell Memorial Animal | 


Medical Center in Jamaica Plain. Soon, the dog that 
lost his home in the Bayou was about to set down roots 
in the City of Presidents. 


It was the winter of 2006 and one day one of Mark’s — 


sons told his father he’d like a dog for his birthday. 


“He wants to go to the mall and I said no. We’re go- 


ing to go and adopt a dog,” Mark says recounting the 
story of Miles arrival to the Linnane family. “We go 
over to the Angell Memorial where we had adopted a 
few cats from there.” 

There are two dogs in the shelter — one was Miles.

dog,” Mark continues. “They don’t put the people or 
the dog in a position to fail. Miles was walking with 
two guys over there and I said to them ‘how do you 
like the dog?’

- Miles, sensing his may have found another suitor, 
quickly put on.the canine charm. 

“We started patting him and he’s all over us. The 
next thing we know he’s honie with us.

Miles had tunneled his way into their hearts and 


soon transitioned very well to the Linnane household 


and his new neighborhood. 

“He adapted very well. He got along with some 
dogs whose owners said ‘my dog doesn’t get along 
with anyone.’ But he got along with them. Some other 
dogs,” Mark admits, “he didn’t want to deal with.” — 

They are small in size but Irish Jack Russells are 
big personality dogs. They were used to hunt foxes in 
barns.

Mark says Miles was a big Boston Bruins fan. After 


the team clinched the Stanley Cup in 2011, the dog 


drank from a homemade Stanley Cup. 


He had a keen interest in music, too. Among his. 


personal favorites was listening to Bruce Springsteen 
songs. Mark says Miles’s favorite tune was “Thunder 
Road.” 

“He didn’t howl when that song came on . . . he’d 
just stand back and let the wind blow back his hair,” 
Mark says with a big laugh, ees a line from that 
romantic ballad. 


Miles also had some rough days. Aihes bis Adoption, 


Miles was twice attacked by larger dogs. One caused a 
major gash on his neck requiring several surgeries. 

_ But the larger-than-life pooch always bounced back 
and garnered a slew of nicknames. Some called him 


Walter Matthau from “Grumpy Old Men.” Others | 


dubbed him Muggah from Dick Tracy...

Mark says with a laugh. 

Miles also seemed to five as many nicknames as 
adventures.

Food Allergy Legislation Has Potential To Save Lives

For 15 million Americans 
— including 270,000 Massa- 
chusetts residents, 100,000 
of whom are our children — 
food allergies are incredibly 
dangerous and _ potentially 
life threatening. 

My wife and I have five 
wonderful children, three of 


whom happen to have. se- - 


vere food allergies. To live 
with food allergies is to be 


..constantly on guard for po- 


tential exposure to your al- 
lergen, be it peanuts, dairy, 
wheat, soy, or even obscure 
allergens like chocolate, 


’ garlic, basil, or peppers. 


The greatest fear is that 
exposure will lead to ana- 
phylaxis, a deadly résponse 
in which an individual’s air- 
ways constrict, potentially 
closing altogether within 
minutes.

. The bottom line is that, 
while .we don’t know the. 


cause of food allergies, ana- 
phylaxis has become preva- 
lent across the country (one 
ER visit every 6 minutes 
due to anaphylaxis) and the 


prudent action is to ‘allow 


public locations to carry. the 
relatively benign medication 


that can stop anaphylaxis 


before it becomes deadly. 
More than half the states 
in our country — yes, 29 — 
have passed laws similar to 
SB 1220, with our neighbor, 
New Hampshire, being the 


latest. Ten states this year 
alone have passed laws. 
Massachusetts has prov- 
en. their ~ commitment to 
those, with. food allergies in 
the past and should do so 
again with this bill that gives 
businesses an opportunity to

can’t reproduce in normal 
cells. However, the altered 


_version of polio could still 


replicate in cancer ‘cells, 


therefore making the cancer 


susceptible to a patients’ im- 
mune systems. . 

All human cancers ac- 
quire a shield of protective 
measures that make them 
obscure to this immune sys- 


tem. By infecting the tumor ~ 
- with polio virus, they are 


actually eliminating this 
protective shield and en- 
abling the immune system 
to attack. While the altered 
polio virus initiates the fight 
against the cancer cells, its 
ability to alert the immune 
system to the problem is 
what often destroys the vi- 
rus. These findings were ini- 


tially what they’d observed 
in the laboratory and even- 


tually what they had to at- 
tempt to replicate in human 
beings. 

The university in Phase I 
of the study, reported some 
success in this method, with 
early-stage results reported

in. March 2015 showing 
that while 11 of the 22 pa- 
tients treated by that point 
had died, the other 11 saw 
their tumors shrink, with 
three being at the time free 
of cancer: This treatment 
appears to succeed with just 
one dose and is designed to 
continue attacking cancer- 
ous cells until they are de- 
stroyed. However, this is 
early-stage research that still 
requires many more years, 
and numerous more patients 
before efficacy can truly be 
obtained and proven. 

A breakthrough _ status 
from the FDA greatly speeds 
up the development process 
and will be an advantage for 
both the researcher and the 
university. In more practi- 
cal terms, it will also likely 


-ascertain a greater interest 


from investors to help push 
studies into the arduous, 
more costly realms of mid- 
to late-stage research stud- 
ies. The FDA’s decision to 
grant Duke this status means 
the second phase of the trial 
will be expanded to about 
40 institutions with hun- 


dreds of patients. If that is 


successful, Duke will be al- 


lowed to skip the third phase 


of the trial and make polio

The route to this ac- 
complishment has not been 
without difficulty. The ini- 
tial volunteers saw their tu- 
mors disappear, but later:on 
some patients suffered crip- 
pling setbacks.

Aston- 
ishingly, chemotherapy in 
patients who had previously 


failed it, once they’ve had . 
‘the poliovirus therapy, now 


seem to.have a new boosted,

That was not an antici- 
pated outcome, and is actu- 
ally the platform for a future 
study that will involve che- 
motherapy and the poliovi- 
rus. Subsequently, in recent 
developments, this science 
may be utilized for an -en- 
tire range of-cancers. In the 


laboratory,, Duke has used 


polio virus to kill cancer 
cells of the skin, pancreas, 
stomach, lung, colon. and 
prostate.

that cancer everywhere in 
the body for a lifetime?

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Help Our Children Read- PASS Decoding: Dyslexia Legislation SB312 And HB463 |

and KATHY O’BRIEN 
' As my 10-year-old old 
daughter approached the 
end of 3rd grade, I couldn’t 
understand why my once 
easy-going, happy girl had 
suddenly changed into an 
ill-tempered creature with 
homework meltdowns, daily 
Stomach complaints, read- 
ing refusal and ugly remarks 
like, “I’m stupid!” and “I 
hate school.” . 

So, like any concerned 
mom, I investigated: Her 
teacher did not seem too 
worried, but politely agreed 
she required more assistance 
- with directions on work, es- 
pecially with a recent book 
report they did in class. 
When I asked my daugh- 


ter to tell me how she felt - 


about school, her response 

broke my heart. “I try re- 

- ally hard mom...but I get 
nervous when everyone gets 
the answers so quick and 
the teacher smiles at them 
and not at me, so I just feel 
so dumb,.I wish you didn’t 
make me so dumb.” I knew 
it was time to request an ac- 
ademic evaluation. 

Now reaching the end 
of 4th grade, my daugh- 
ter’s tests revealed she has, 
“Dyslexia,” a neurologically 
based reading disability that 
the International Dyslexia 
‘Association (IDA) charac- 
terizes as “difficulties with 
accurate fluent word recog- 
nition and poor spelling and 

- decoding abilities” which 
can affect your overall read- 
ing and comprehension 
abilities. I once believed 
having dyslexia meant in- 
dividuals just reversed their. 
letters, but I now understand 
this can be just one of many 
symptoms of this compli- 
cated condition. Science has 

' identified “Dyslexia” to be 
neurobiological, meaning 
children are born with “dif- 
ferent brain structures and 
ee that can impact 
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how they learn to read (DD. 
MA website.) Furthermore, 
there is new. knowledge 
identifying specific genes 
associated to its develop- 
ment, indications to its high 
inheritability and the. IDA 
reports up to 20% of our 
learning population may be 
affected by this condition. 
Yet, despite all of this sci- 
entific evidence, many spe- 
cial education departments 
in the state of Massachusetts 
do not provide early screen- 
ing for reading disabilities, 
and do not have an effective 
approach to appropriately 
recognize when to assess 
and provide interventions. 
If a child demonstrates the 
need for further evaluation, 
parents are required to attain 


neuro-psych testing outside 


of the school. However, 
many special education pro- 
grams offer to reimburse 
when parents take kids to 
the test sites shared with-in 
a district agreement. When 
I called to make an appoint- 
ment at Children’s Hospital 
and the LEAP program- 


Mass General, both places 
QPS recommended, the wait 


period was over 6 months. 
Both hospitals maintained 
cancellation lists and QPS 
offered another option, but 
we decided to self-pay with 
a private educational evalu- 
ator, we used to help us un- 
derstand our son’s language- 
based learning: disabilities. 
However, many families.do 
not have this option to self- 
pay because it can be very 


costly. 


One of the concerns, here 
in Massachusetts, as well as 
other states, are the impli- 
cations for children when 
evaluators give a child the 
diagnosis. of “Dyslexia,” 
and special education de- 
partments categorize it dif- 
ferently in their Individual 
Education Plan (IEP) and in- 


stead utilizing a broad term, 


“Specific Learning Dis- 
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. recognition, 


ability” (SLD). To begin to 


rectify this, on October 27, 


2015, the US Department 
of Education sent school 
districts letters, encourag- 
ing them to use the terms 
“Dyslexia” “Dysgraphia” 
and “Dyscalculia” in IEP’s 
and asked states to review 
their policies, procedures 
and practices to ensure that 
they do not prohibit the use 


-of these terms. Many con- 


cerned parents, educators, 
pediatricians, and other 


professions believe this la- 


bel disregards scientific re- 
search acknowledging the 
neurobiological differences 
associated with this read- 
ing learning disability and 
leaves children vulnerable 
to missed access to effec- 


tive treatment and evidence 


based interventions due to 
possible misinterpretation 


- of the diagnosis. 


Three. years ago, Ms. 
Nancy Duggan, Nicole 
Mitsakis and Lisa Wil- 
son co-founded Decoding 
Dyslexia-Massachusetts 
(DD-MA), part of a national 
grassroots coalition formed 
by parents, students, profes- 
sors, pediatricians, speech 
and language pathologists, 
psychiatry, and many other 
professions to legislate for 
children with reading dis- 
abilities. Their . tenacious 
campaign gained supporters 


Senator Barbara. L'Italien, - 


Representative Chris Walsh 
and Representative Alice 
Peisch who co- authored the 
Dyslexia Legislation con- 
sisting of SB 312 and HB 
463. Governor Baker, has 
also supported this legisla- 
tion, executing Senators Bill 
Cassidy and Barbara Mikul- 
ski’s Senate Resolution 275, 
with his beautiful procla- 
mation encouraging’ school 
districts to support dyslexia 
during “Na- 


.com 


tional Dyslexia Awareness 
Month,” in October 2015. 
Meanwhile, on the South 
Shore, two local Quincy 
mothers Kathy O’Brien, a 
pediatric nurse, -advocat- 


‘ing for two daughters with 


double- deficit dyslexia and 
Katie Ollman, an educa- 
tional advocate, supporting 
her son receiving dyslexia 
services in the QPS middle 
school systems were fever- 
ishly calling, showing up 
on door steps, and dodging 
any hurdle that stood in their 


’ way to grab the attention of 


local politicians and school 
committee members to back 
their endeavor. During this 
important time, they were 
invited to attend DD-MA’s 
Zakim Bridge event for 


Dyslexia Awareness, illu- 


minating it red one evening. 
Kathy O’Brien and Katie 
Ollman, coordinated both, 
with DD-MA advocates 
and QPS’s Special Educa- 
tion Director, Judy Todd, 
to gather approximately 40 
parents, children and school 
personal to stand across the- 
harbor on the Squantum 


seawall, holding red_bal- 
loons and red carnations 


in unison with the partici- 
pants under the red bridge. 
The coordination and quick 
collaboration was success- 
ful. More importantly, the 
attending families holding 
red balloons or viewing the 
illuminating lights, for just 
a few moments, felt respect- 
ed, validated and part of a 
community that mattered. 
Covered by the local Quincy 


Sun, it kept the momentum _ 


to keep pressing forward. 
Kathy met with Sen. 
Keenan three times. Soon 
after, Kathy, Katie and Do- 
reen Douglas, a mother of

request him and other local 
politicians to have a formal 
meeting, with the under- 
standing, they would need 
to be creative.

State Rep. Tackey Chan

“Dental care is very ex-

gevity,” Chan said. “Many 
senior citizens are on_fixed 
incomes and because of the 
high cost of dental care are 
forced to’ sacrifice getting 
proper dental care in favor 
of basic needs. 

The proposed bill entitled 
“An Act Relative to Provid- 
ing Dental Care to Senior 
Citizens,” would expand 
Medicaid to provide neces- 
sary dental care for seniors, 
and prohibit the elimination 
of such care. 

“We should not have our 


seniors choosing between _ 


which health care issue they 
need to address nor should 
they need to choose between 
paying for bare essentials 
and proper medical care,”

“This is important as

reality affects poor seniors 
disproportionately. Many 
with chronic: illnesses are 
more likely to suffer poorer .

“Oral Health America” 
conducted a poll which re- 
veals such inadequacies, — 


the Quincy legislator noted. 


They found that despite older 
adults believing oral health 
to be an integral part of 
health, 40 percent of seniors 
with household incomes of 
$50,000 or less were hav- 
ing trouble chewing foods 
and 59 percent were without 
dental insurance. 

“The grassroots efforts in .

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Council Cuts $60K From Health Dept. ‘Budget 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

- City councillors voted to 
cut $60,000 from the per- 
sonal service line item in the 
Health Department budget 
after voicing concern over - 
the addition of a director of 
public health nurses position 
in the spending plan for the 
-. next fiscal year. 

The council’s finance 
committee made the cut to 
the Health Department’s 
budget during its meeting 
May 25. The Health De- 
partment’s budget had been 
. Beviewed by the committee 
previously on May-9, but no 
vote was taken at that time 
because Ward 3 Councillor 
Ian Cain placed the depart- 
mental budget on hold so 
that additional information 
about the director of public 
health nurses position could 
__ be provided. 

Under Mayor Thomas 
Koch’s proposed budget, 
the director of public health 
nurses would have been paid 
$85,912 in fiscal year 2017, 
which starts July 1. The de- 
partment currently has two 
nurses on staff, whose sala- 
ries were budgeted at a com- 
bined $129,958 in the cur- 
rent fiscal year budget; the 
proposed budget for FY 17 
-would have maintained two 
nurses positions, at a budget 
of $138,017 combined. 

Health Commissioner 


Drew Scheele on May 9 said 
the addition of a director of 
public health nurses position 
would allow for the creation 
of: an internship program. 
Working withlocal colleges, 
he said the department could 
bring on 10 or 12 unpaid in- 
terns each year that would 
handle a variety of different 
functions. 

The director of public 
health nurses position had 
existed previously in the 
department,-but was cut in 


2003 because of ss atte 


constraints. 

“I’ve been shorthanded 
for 12 years,” Scheele said 
May 25. “I think it’s one of 
the most important positions 
in the budget.” 

Scheele said the depart- 


‘ment has received a grant 


from the state Prevention 
and Wellness Trust Fund, a 
condition of which is that 
funding for items covered by 
the grant be maintained after 
it expires. The new position, 
he explained, would be re- 


sponsible for taking over the . 


training currently funded 


through the’ grant. Scheele 


said the Health Depaitment 
offers training in a number 
of different areas, including 
food safety for restaurant 
workers, blood borne patho- 
gens for DPW and other city 
workers, and AED and CPR 
training, among others. 


‘Cain proposed __the 
$60,000 cut to the personal 
service budget during the 
May 25 meeting. Under 
the city’s budgetary rules, 
the council can only cut the 
bottom line for personal 
services, and the mayor 


determines which specific 


positions that money would 
be taken from. The council 
also cannot add money to 
the budget. 

Cain said the intent was 


for the money to come from | 


the salary of the nurses on 
staff, essentially cutting the 
number of nurses from two 
to one, plus the new director 
of public health nurses. 

“I’m still just having a bit 
of trouble with this, because 
I still don’t think it’s getting 
to the need,” he stated. 


Earlier, Cain said the job 


description for the director 
of nurses position did not 
address certain needs of the 
city, including the _ Opiate 


crisis. Scheele said he is a 


. member of the mayor’s peng ; 


task force and meets with 
both the Police Department 


and other members of the . 
task’ force to address the is- 


sues 
The $60,000 cut was ap- 
proved in a 6-2 vote. Coun-

two years. 

In July 2007, the school 
filed a complaint with a 
member of the state’s Su- 
preme Judicial Court after 
not receiving the informa- 
tion it sought from the city. 
The dispute was transferred 


to Probate Court, and a spe- 
‘cial master was appointed to 


gather pertinent documents 
regarding the funds’ assets 
filed since the Woodward 
School was named the ben- 
eficiary in 1953. 


A 13-day bench trial fol- 


lowed the special master’s 
report. At the end of the trial 
in February 2011, the judge 


ruled Quincy failed to keep 
accurate records of its stew- 
ardship of the funds; failed 
to obtain appraisals for real 
estate in the trusts and sold 
property at less than fair 
market value; failed to act 
on professional investment 
advice; and failed to com- 
port with its duty of loyalty 
to the funds. 

The judge in that case or- 
dered the city to pay nearly 
$3 million to the school, and 
the city appealed.

Before selling to a 
Chandler had reached an 
agreement in 2009 to sell the 
building to Street-Works, the 
city’s previous master devel- 
oper for Quincy Center. The 
New York-based company 
exercised an option to opt 
out of that agreement after it 
was estimated that renovat- 
ing the building would cost 
upwards of $7 million. 

The Wollaston Theatre 
was added to the National 
Register of Historic Places 
in 1989. Owners of proper- 
ties on that list are allowed 
to demolish or alter those 


- buildings if no federal, state

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State To Replace Robertson Street Bridge 


By SCOTT JACKSON 
The replacement of the 


58-year-old Robertson Street | 


bridge that crosses over I-93 
is expected to begin in 2018 
and could take two years to 
complete, state transporta- 
tion officials said during a 
recent public hearing on the 
$3.35 million project. 

The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Transportation 
project official met with res- 
idents May 18 at the James 
R. MclIntyre Government 
Center to discuss plans to 


replace the bridge. Designs 


for the new bridge are at the 
25 percent stage, according 
to MassDOT project man- 
ager Robert Antico. The de- 


signs should be finalized in 


the summer of 2017, with 
the project going: out to bid 
that fall. 


The bridge replacement is- 


expected to cost $3.35 mil- 
lion, with the federal gov- 
ernment footing 80 percent 
the bill and the state picking 


__ up the rest of the tab. 


.The . current bridge, 
which carries two lanes of 
traffic eastbound over I-93, 
was built im 1958. Paul Ber- 
thiaume, an erigineer with 
Greenman-Pedersen, _Inc., 
said the, bridge is in poor 
condition — tebar: has been 
left exposed. on the under- 


‘side of the deck, and the 


bridge has been shielded to 
keep pieces of concrete from 
falling onto the interstate 
below. The abutments and 
piers that support the bridge, 
which will be retained, are 
also in need of repairs. 

“The bridge deck is in 
poor condition,” Berthi- 
aume said. “The structural 
steel beams are obsolete.

Miles 
began staying up .all night: 
barking and losing control 


of his internal organs. 

Miles also lost some mo- 
bility. His health deterio- 
rated. ; 

The family decided to put 
him to sleep. 

“Putting Miles down was 
a gut-wrenching decision,” 
Mark says. “We had to make 
the decision to put him to 
sleep. He looked vibrant but 
his condition would - have 
continued to spiral down- 
ward.” 

Mark cried for hours af- 
ter Miles was gone. Anyone 
who’s been confronted with 


this kind of decision under-. 


stands the pain and anguish 
that goes with it. 

“Everyone I’ve talked 
to who’s been put in this 
position has the same reac- 
tion,” Mark says. “Pets are 
part of our regular routines 
for years and years. When 
they are sleeping in bed and 
jumping on the couch and 
everyone at the park knows 
his name he’s more than just 
a pet. : 

“He’s family.” 
Miles enjoyed more than 


10 years of unconditional - 


love with the Linnanes after 
he was rescued. ; 

For Mark, the experience 
of adopting a dog reaffirmed 
his belief that shelters — for 
most animal lovers — are the 
best places to find pets. 


“Unless you’re married 
to an actual breed, going 
for rescue dogs is the most 
important thing. It’s a. new - 
lease on life for them. They 
are great acquaintances.

Every year, June marks the beginning of two busy sea- 
sons: summer and “wedding season.” With joyful expecta- 
tion, many of us have already marked our calendars and 
started wrapping up our 
plans for the vacations, cer- 
emonies, and honeymoons. mt Cin: 
While the betrothed work out Sock 
the details, Social Security LAAT 
wants to remind them about 
one detail that’s extremely 
important: the “record” So- 
cial Security keeps of your life’s earnings. 

For many people, a wedding often means a name change 
is in order. If you are legally changing your name, you need 


_to apply for a replacement Social Security card reflecting 


your new name. If you’re working, also tell your employer. 
That way, Social Security can keep track of your earnings 
history as you go about living your wonderful new life. 

If you have reported income under your former or maiden 
name, and didn’t inform us of a change, we might not have 
received an accurate W-2 and your earnings may have been 


recorded incorrectly. This is easier to fix now — when you: 


first change your name — than years from now when you 
retire, when it may cause delays in receiving your benefits. 
This is important because we base your future benefits on. 
your earnings record. So, visit our website at www.social- 
security.gov/ssnumber, or call us at 1-800-772-1213 (TTY 
1-800-325-0778), to find out what specific documents you 
need to change your name and to apply for a replacement 
card. . 

Last year, the Supreme Court issued a decision in 
Obergefell v. Hodges, holding that same-sex couples have 
a constitutional right to marry regardless of where they live 
within the United States. As a result, Social Security rec- 
Ognizes more same-sex couples as married for purposes of 
determining entitlement to Social Security benefits or eli- 
gibility for Supplemental Security Income (SSI) payments.

Fireworks Spark Career For Quincy Native 


f you like fireworks - especially the dazzling display 
set off at the annual Quincy Flag Day celebration — ~ 


you’re going to love this year’s show.

We recently asked Joe about his career, Saturday’s 
Flag Day parade fireworks display and what set him 
off to get enter this line of work. ; 

Quincy Sun: You are a Quincy native. How old 
are you, how long did you live in Quincy and what

Where do you live now?

What is your job title and the company you work 
for? — 
’ [’'m a-Lead Technician for Atlas Pyrovision Enter- 


-tainment Group. I also own DomestiKitchens, [sic] a 


Cabinet Making and Cabinet Refacing firm. 

Can you describe what work you do? 

I produce and promote professional fireworks dis- 
plays for public and private events. Weddings, Re- 
unions, and family focused gatherings have used Atlas 
for that extra “spark” that makes the event so much 
more entertaining. Regular HazMat and Safety train- 
ing is all part of the work that goes into being a Lead 
Technician. Training and directing the Pyrotechnic 
Assistants is also a part of this work. 

How are you involved in the City of Quincy Fire- 
works display? 

I’m usually working on the City of Woburn’s Ki- 
wanis Flag Day event. I’ve produced that public dis- 
play. for over 15 years now. Their Flag Day celebration 
usually falls on the same date as Quincy’s does. This 
year that event falls on June 18th, so it’s a special treat 
for me to have the open date to come home to Quincy 
and participate in its celebration of Flag Day. 

This year my crew and I will assist Atlas Vice Presi- 
dent Matthew Shea who has been the Lead Technician 
for Quincy’s Flag Day celebration inthe past.  —_ 

How many years/celebrations have you assist- 
ed? 

I started my professional fireworks career right here 
in Quincy on New Year’s Eve in 1990. I was an assis- 


tant back then. The “First Night” Quincy celebration 


had fireworks shot from the practice football field be- 
tween Quincy Vo-Tech (at that time) and Mount Wol- 
laston Cemetery. I was hooked then and there. The 
second professional show I did was also in Quincy at

The following year I 
assisted on more than two dozen Licensed Firework 
shows. I learned the craft and started doing shows as 
the Lead Technician in 1998. I’ve lost count as to how 
many shows I’ve actually done over the years. 
Give us an overview.of what kind of fireworks 


‘will be set off im Quincy this Saturday night? How 


many and the different kinds? 

There will be a sample of just about every type ‘of 
shell that Atlas has in stock. I don’t have the exact 
number in front of me, but this year will be the larg- 
est show ever to be shot at Quincy’s Flag Day event. 


‘Mayor Tom Koch himself selected the sound track of 


patriotic music that the fireworks will display in se- 
quence to. It will run for 21 and a half minutes long 
with lots of special color throughout the show and 
quite a few of the powerful white salutes that produce 
that tremendous thunder at the end of the finale. 

What does set up entail? 

Setup actually begins months in advance of the show 
date. After the Mayor submitted the approved sound 
track, sequencing is done by Matt Shea on a computer 
in his Atlas office. -In the weeks before Quincy’s event, 
several workers at Atlas tag each individual fireworks 
shell with a placement tag. That tag tells the assistants 
and I exactly where in the show that shell is wired 
into. The day of the show will see us on site at 9 a.m. 
with the Quincy Fire Department there for safety. We 
will work throughout the day setting up and wiring the 
shells into their predetermined positions. 

How are they set off? Is it all computerized 
now? 

For safety, electronic firing is the law of the land in 
Massachusetts. Smaller shows are manually fired us- 
ing individual switches to ignite the shells. Quincy’s 
Flag Day Fireworks on the other hand is not a small 
Show. It will be set off with the electronic sequencing 


software that was worked on back at the office. The - 


ability of that software to let Matt Shea tie in a specific 
firework shell to individual notes in the sound track is 
fantastic. 

How many firework displays do you do in a year 
and name some of the larger - or more well known 
— celebrations that you have assisted? 

Aside from the several hundred shows that Atlas 
Pyrovision does every year, my crew and I shoot be- 
tween 15 to 25 of those shows. The week of the 4th of 
July is always the busiest. That week sees my crew 
and I shooting four or five shows down on the Cape.

Human bodies dissipate 
heat. by varying the rate and 
depth of blood circulation, 


by losing water . through 


the skin and sweat glands, 
and as a last resort by pant- 
ing, when blood is heated 


above 98.6 degrees. The 


heart begins to pump more 
blood, blood. vessels dilate 
to accommodate the ampli- 
fied flow, and the bundles of

minute capillaries threading 
through the upper layers of 
skin are put into action. 

The body’s blood is cir- 
culated closer to the skin’s 
surface, and excess heat 
drains off into the cooler at- 
mosphere, diffusing through 
the skin as perspiration.

This story is tied 
together with a modern tale 
of a history teacher living in 
Vanzetti’s old neighborhood 
who hears rumors that might 
change the way history is 
understood, by proving Van- 
zetti’s innocence. 
Condemned to death 


largely for anarchist beliefs 


in a trial marked by fear- 
mongering and prejudice 
toward Italian immigrants, 
Sacco and Vanzetti were 


found guilty and executed in 
1927 despite worldwide pro- 
tests by millions of workers 
and intellectuals. 

In Knox’s story, 70 years 
later a young history teacher 
moves to Suosso’s Lane 
in Vanzetti’s old Plymouth 


neighborhood and hears ru- 


mors of lost evidence that 
might prove his innocence. 
Intrigued by Vanzetti’s story

that ceases, the body be- 


comes extremely hot. Even- © 


tually that begins to affect 
the brain, and that’s when 
people begin to get confused 
and can lose consciousness. 


The analogy commonly . 


used is if you’re driving a 
car and you notice that the 
temperature light comes: on 
when the cooling system of 


the car is becoming over- 
~ whelmed. If you turn off the 


car and let it cool, ultimately 


_ you can begin driving again. 


But if you continue to drive 


the car, the problem goes. 


beyond the cooling system 
to affect the engine, and 
eventually the car will stop.

relying on thirst as a signal

_tice. The other leading factor 


that averts death from heat 
is access to air conditioning. 
Fans are not a successful tool 
in preventing overheating in 
extremely hot temperatures, 
and can actually worsen the 
situation.

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C-Mart Wins Council Approval

The owner of the C-Mart 
chain of supermarkets has 
received permission from 
the City Council to open ‘a 
new store in North Quincy, 


.seven years after he first 
' sought approval to do so. 
The council on Monday 


approved a special permit 
for the Asian grocery store, 
which will be located at 10 


- Hayward St. inside a former 


Boston Gear | Works build- 
ing. As part of the permit, 
the council also approved 
several mitigation measures 
— including a fully actuated 


~ traffic signal at the Hayward 


and Hancock. Streets — that 
C-Mart owner Miao Kun 
“Michael” Fang will pay 
for. 


The mitigation mea- 


sures were negotiated over 


the past several months by 
members of Mayor Thomas 
Koch’s administration and 


' Fang’s representatives. Da- 


vid Mahoney, an attorney 


representing Fang, thanked © 


the mayor, City Solicitor 
Jim Timmins and the coun- 
cil for'their work following 
Monday’s vote. 

Mahoney said no date 
has been set for the super- 
market’s opening, but Fang 
is anxious to see it happen. 

“He’s itching for it to 
open,” Mahoney said. “He 
wants to do everything he 
promised.” . 

Fang. first sought per- 
mission to open the C-Mart 


‘store from the council in 


2009. The council rejected 
that application in a 7-1 vote 
because of traffic concerns. 

The 2009 decision was 
appealed in Land Court, and 
the application was remand- 
ed back to the council for a 
second set of hearings that 
took place in 2013. Brian 
McNamee, then the Ward 6 
councillor, was forced to re- 


-cuse himself from the 2013 


vote. The council voted 5-3 
against the supermarket the 
second time around, with 
those opposed again citing 
concerns over traffic. 

Land Court Judge Keith 
C. Long, in a ruling on Jan. 


. 7 of this year, vacated and 


reversed the council’s 2013 


- rejection, stating the council 


ignored his original remand

“This 
is a project that affects the 
residents of Ward 6 signifi- 
cantly, and the whole system 
here of representation is that 
your ward councillor is your 
most direct representative.” 

Timmins said Harris was 
able to provide input as the 
city worked on the mitiga- 
tion with Fang’s team. The 
solicitor said he spoke to 
both Harris and Hughes af- 
ter the —— was final- 
ized. 

Timmins said there were 
limited mitigation options 
available because MBTA 
trucks are located to the 
west of the project site at the 
end of Hayward Street. 

" “Because of this location, 
there was very little that 
could be done in the way of 


mitigation,” he stated. 

The mitigation measures

lights will be coordinated 
with the signal at the inter- 


section of Billings Road and © 


Hancock Street to the north 
and the signal at the entrance 
to the Hannaford supermar- 
ket to the south. 

A left tum only lane will 
be added to the northbound 
side of Hancock Street lead- 
ing into the intersection of 
Hancock and Hayward, al- 
lowing traffic to turn onto 
the latter road. To accommo- 
date the new lane, the south- 
bound lane on Hancock 
Street has to be narrowed. 
The parking spots in front of 
the North Quincy post office 
branch will not be affected 
by the new lane. 

Vehicles traveling to the 
C-Mart store will be re- 


_ quired to use the entrance to 


the parking lot at the far end 
of Hayward Street, closer 
to the MBTA tracks. Tim- 
mins said this was done to 
prevent cars from backing 
up on Hayward Street and 
would encourage the use 
of Holmes: Street instead 
of Hancock Street for driv- 
ers headed to the store from 
West Squantum Street. 
Signs prohibiting park- 
ing between 7 a.m. and 7 


p.m. will be installed along ~ 


the. north side of Hayward 
Street. Timmins said the 
council had at one point 
voted to prohibit parking on 
that side of the street. That 
vote was never rescinded,

Councillors Joseph Finn 
and Brian Palmucci had pre- 
viously sought to amend the 
URDP to require council ap- 
proval before the covenants 
could take effect. The agree- 
ment worked out recently 
would allow the council 
to review the covenants if 
public resources were to be 
used, Finn said Monday. 

. “It would define out more 
specifically what the role of 
the council is as it relates to

opment covenants,” he said. 
“fIt] really protects, I think, 
our role specifically as the 
contracts are entered into if 
they require any utilization 
of public resources — that the 
council indeed does have a

Additionally, the council 
would be given a 30-day 
period to make recommen- 
dations on language in a 
draft covenant regarding the 
developer’s proposed con- 
tributions to infrastructure 
costs and parking costs as 
well as the downtown pub- 
lic art program.

Koch said. “We'll figure 
something out.” 

The closure of Hancock 
Street in the vicinity of the 
two historic buildings, which 
will allow the completion of 
the Adams Hancock Green, 
will result in a shift in traffic 
patterns. Starting June 24, 
vehicles will travel in two 
directions on Temple Street 
and Washington Street adja- 
cent to the church. 

New traffic signals that 
have been installed in re- 
cent months will also come 
online. |. 

Koch said the change in 
traffic patterns would not 
lead to more congestion, or 
alleviate congestion already 
seen in Quincy Center. The 
project is intended to make 
the downtown more pedes- 
trian-friendly, he stated, and 
drivers headed for locations 
outside Quincy Center will 
eventually start seeking al- 
ternate routes. 

“From the start of this, 
the engineers said and con- 
tinue to say traffic won’t be 
any better and it won’t be 
any worse. It’s going to be 
re-routed. You’re still deal- 
ing with the same volumes,” 
Koch said. 


“The whole idea of the 


dowacws was not to make 
it easier to get through for 
people going to Weymouth 
or Hingham, but to make the 
downtown more friendly for 


people that are going to be 


coming to the downtown to 
eat* to shop, or live here — 
make it a much more friend- 
ly environment for pedestri- 
ans and people living here. 
That’s the goal. 

“If people are trying to 
drive through to go some- 
where else, they'll learn 
habits to go around. They’ll 
go up Dimmock and go 
Burgin. They’ll go straight 
down on Washington and 
pickup the Hannon Park- 
way that way or go straight 
down 3A to the [Fore River] 
bridge. We’H see how the 
habits change. 

“There are things that will 
be more efficient. If you’re 
coming from Houghs Neck 
and Merrymount; 
coming up Coddington. 
Now you're going straight 
across Tethple Street, so it’s 
easier for them.” 

Koch said he was not 
concerned the change in 
traffic patterns would have 
a negative impact on public 
safety; the area will be well 
illuminated and properly 
marked. He also noted Han- 


you're 


cock Street as it is now can 
be confusing to those not fa- 
miliar with the area. 


“It’s a mess now. When . 


I look out=-the window, at 
least once a day there is a 
car going the wrong way on 
Hancock Street,” the mayor 
said. “We get used to it, but 
you see visitors that come 
through here — they don’t 
know what to do.” 

Once the portion of Han- 
cock Stréet closes, under- 
ground infrastructure -work 
can commence. The city will 
begin replacing decades-old 
utility lines under the road 
before park construction can 
begin. That underground 
work is being paid for using 
a $4.2 million state grant the 
city received in September 
1) ho ee eee 

The $8 milion roadwork 
project, largely funded by a 
federal earmark and over- 
seen by the Massachusetts 
Department of Transporta- 
tion, began in 2014. The 
project includes widened 
sidewalks and streetscape 
improvements such as new 
trees and streetlights. 

Koch said the roadwork 
project should wrap up this 
summer, though some fin- 
ishing touches will take 
place in the fall. :

In 
fact, participation in formal 
swimming lessons can re- 
duce. the risk of drowning 
by as much as 88 percent 
among children ages | to 4, 
who are at the greatest risk 
of drowning. But before 
enrolling your child, take 
into account their previous 
exposure to water, matu- 
rity, physical limitations and 
health concerns to ensure 
that they’re ready. 
Provide Supervision 
While fences and swim- 


ming lessons. are key parts 
of. the equation for main- 
taining pool safety, keeping 
children under constant su- 


- pervision is crucial. Desig- 


nate a responsible adult to 
watch children swimming or 
playing in or around water. 
Young, inexperienced chil- 


dren should have supervi- 


sion within an arm’s reach at 
all times and have access to 
flotation devices as needed. 


’ Because drowning occurs so . 


quickly ‘and quietly, adults 
should avoid distractions 
such as reading or talking on 


the phone while supervising 


children, even if lifeguards 
are present. 
Have Safety Equipment 
Readily Available 
The last step is to invest 
in safety equipment for your . 
pool and ensure that it’s read- 
ily available when needed. 
At a minimum, your pool 
should be equipped with 
life jackets, a ring buoy and | 
a rescue hook. You should 
also invest in a first-aid kit, 
and if your family has been 
trained in CPR (a good idea 
for any pool owner), you 


- can hang up a handy guide 


or reminder. Lastly, place a 
phone near the pool area in 
case of an emergency.

— water main work, sewer 
main work, drain work,” 
Koch replied when asked 
what. would happen. after 
the June 24 road closure. 
“They’ve already started 
putting in conduit by the 
church for Verizon and even- 
tually National Grid, fire 
alarm, Comcast. They’ll all 
have underground conduits 


installed and then they’ll 


pull their wires. 
“Then there is the under- 
ground work needed for the 


park — the new elements of | 


the park. For example, we 
put in all the controls and the 
water tank and filtering-sys- 
tem is in between the ceme- 
tery and City Hall. New, the 
connections that are going 
to feed-the fountains and all, 
all that undersronnd work 
will begin.” 

The new Adams Hancock 
Green will feature a prome- 
nade running north to south, 
roughly where Hancock 
Street is now. The prome- 
nade will be separated from 
the road-by bollards, which 
could be lowered to allow 
vehicles in for special events 
at City Hall or the church as 
well as emergency access. 
The bollards could also al- 
low city parades to move 
through the park itself. 

Statues of the park’s 
namesakes — John Adams 
and John Hancock — will be 

. located on opposite ends of 
the promenade, facing out 
of the park. The statue of 
Adams will be placed on the 
northern end of the prome- 

‘nade, and the Hancock stat- 
ue on the southern end, near 
the Hancock Cemetery. 

The statues are cast in 
bronze and stand more than 
ei ight geet tall. . 

“They’re heroic, which 
means they’re significant in 
size,’ Koch said. “There is.a 

. lot of detail on them.” 

The statues will be in- 
stalled on low-rising pedes- 
tals in the new park. 

_ “A lot of statues in Bos- 
fon, in D.C. — they’re up on 
these huge pedestals. You 
can’t appreciate the statue,” 
Koch said. “These are low 


enough to be able to dasa 


ciate them.” 

Sergey Eylanbekov, a 
Russian-born: sculptor with 
a studio in Pietrasanta, Italy, 
_ was commissioned to design 
the two new statues. He was 
one of 78 artists who ap- 
plied to design and construct 
them; a committee of local 
art experts and historians 
vetted the applicants. 

Eylanbekov has complet- 
ed the statues, Koch said, 
and they are either in the 
process of being shipped to 
the city or recently arrived. 
They will be placed in stor- 
age until they-are installed 
in the new park. 

“They’re going to be 
stored until we’re ready 
to place them,” the mayor 


*, & 


said. “There was discussion 
[about] whether we should 
have them somewhere for 
people to see, but I think 
that spoils the impact of the 
space they’ll be in, because 
it’s the space around it — 
the steps, 
around it — that are going to 
help tell the story. 

“I don’t think it would be 
fair to the artist or the art- 
work itself to just stick them 
somewhere in- the mean- 
time.” 

In addition to the two 
new statues, two exist- 
ing ones — the sculpture of 
Abigail Adams and a young 


John -Quincy.. Adams. out- 


side the United First Parish 
Church and the sculpture of 
John Adams on the McIntyre 
Mall — will also be incorpo- 
rated into the new park. - 
The statue of Abigail and 
John Quincy Adams was 
installed in 1997 and the 
sculpture of John Adams 
was added five years later. 
Both were commissioned 


~ by the Quincy Partnership 


and were designed by Lloyd 
Lillie. 

Those statues will be 
placed in the vicinity of the 
Hancock Cemetery, in an 
area of the park meant to re- 
semble the Adams’ home at 
Peace field. - 

“Essentially, in front of 
the cemetery near City Hall, 
there is going to be a little 
garden within the space, and 
the two statues are going 
to be in that garden,” Koch 
stated. “The plantings are 
going to be similar to Peace 
field, and there will be some 
kind of a plaque acknowl- 


edging who the sculptor was _ 


and they were donated by 
the Quincy Partnership. 

“The artists, the land- 
scape architects, we came 
to that conclusion that that 
would be a nice space, 
because they’re near the 
church — they’ll probably 
both be: looking toward the 
church — where they’re bur- 
ied, and their family is in the 
cemetery right there. I think 
it has some merit.” 

Plans for the Adams 
Hancock Green also include 
three water features. Two 
smaller ones will be locat- 
ed near the John Hancock 
statue and meant to be more 
contemplative in nature. The 
largest of the three, located 
towards the middle of the 
park, will feature a number 
of water jets shooting sky- 
ward and a.bottom resem- 
bling shifting sand. 

“I told them anywhere 
you are in the park, I want 
you to hear the water flow- 
ing,” Koch said of the large 
fountain. 

The mayor said the goal 
is to complete construction 
of the park by late 2017, 
but it might not be finished 
until spring of the following 
YORK or 

“My goal is fall of ’17,”

that or not — I don’t know. 


It could be spring of ’18 de- 
pending on how all the in- 
frastructure pieces go.” 

Koch did not have a price 
tag for the cost of complet- 
ing the Adams Hancotk 
Green in its entirety. With 
the underground work and 
the Walk of Names com- 
pleted using $4.2 million in 
grant money, the mayor said 
he has asked the engineering 
team to determine what the 
cost for the remainder of the 
park construction is. 

“We’ll have a new num- 
ber soon on that,” he said. 
“We'll be applying through 
the commonwealth for 


-MassWorks grants, Gate- 


way City grants, to help us 
to continue to advance it.” 
The work done to date 
has been completed using 
state and federal funds, Koch 
said, and not city money. If 
the city were to pay for the 
park project, the mayor said- 


-he would not ‘tap into the 


general fund but would use 
district improvement financ- 
ing (DIF) bond money. The 
DIF bonds are paid back us- 
ing new tax revenue gener- 
ated in Quincy Center. 
Koch said completion of 
the Adams Hancock Green 
would achieve _ several 
things: answer residents’ call 
for more green space in the 
downtown, make the area 
more tourist-friendly, cre- 
ate a better atmosphere for 


people moving into Quincy 


Center, and move the United 
First Parish Church out of 
the middle of the roadway. 
“One, when the city did 
a number of charettes, both 
under Mayor - Phelan and 
then we did a number of 
public meetings, there was 
a great call for more green 
space in Quincy Center,” 
the mayor replied when 
asked what he hoped to ac- 
complish with the new park. 


“We heard that through ev- 
ery neighborhood, we need 
more green space, public 
land, etc. 

“Two, if we’re going to 
be a class city — we want to 
truly be in the business of 
tourism — then we’ve got to 
step it up. Three, the down- 


town development investors 
wanted to see more invest- 
ment in park, open space 
areas, within the downtown 
to create that atmosphere for 
those that want to live down 
there. 

“Specifically, as I’ve 
said a number of times, the

It’s certainly no secret 
that substance abuse, related 
crime rates and drug over- 
doses are at historic rates in 


America. 


This trend is not lost on 
Norfolk County, as stated 
by District Atty.

Referring to-deaths relat- 
ed to opiate addiction, Mor- 
rissey said, “When I first be- 
came district attorney. it was 
less than one a week, and 
now it’s up to three a week. 
We recognize that we can’t

problem. 
“We are fortunate in Nor- 
folk County that we have 


a Drug Court, a Veterans’ -. 
Court and a Mental Health ©

- “T had been doing drugs 
for so long, I forgot how to 
do ‘life.’”

I wrote a 
note to him when I was high 
and told: my girlfriend to 
give it to him after I died . . . 
it’s not just about getting out 
of jail — this program saved 
my life.”

Massachusetts AFL-CIO 
was described by Justice 
Heffernan as “a champion

Tolman expressed his 
pride at seeing success 
“come out the other side. 
Look at everybody’s face in 
this room— you can feel the 
hope, so congratulations, 
graduates!” 

In referring to the wide- 
spread use of drugs Tolman 
said, “It’s not an epidemic 
anymore, it’s a pandemic 
now. This is out of control

we are so proud of those 
who have come through the 


other side.” 


As an activist trying to 
fight the substance abuse 
struggle Tolman pointed to 


~ the “300 million prescrip-— 


tions put out every year” as 
what has created this situa- 
tion. “It wasn’t your fault— 


this stuff is too powerful 


for the human brain. And 
to have the heart of Quincy 
court...Quincy was doing 
it right—not everybody got 
these chances. 

“TI stand before you to- 
day and I tell you, we as a 
nation have to stand up to 
‘Big Pharma.’ These drugs 
that they put out shouldn’t 
be out. My generation, and 


‘Mike Morrissey’s, grew up 


without these pills and we 
survived and we got through 
our pain. | 


“The FDA-has made a 


big mistake that has cost us 
20 years—since 1996 we 
have been struggling with 
this carnage, the heartache 


on every single street in 


Massachusetts.” 

Tolman warned that. if 
laws and society do not 
change, “What is going to 
be the next 20 years? We 
have to speak out about 
these dangerously addic- 


‘tive drugs and bad policies. 


And this courthouse is doing 


God’s work on Earth!” 
A veteran and former 
graduate of the Drug Court 
program whose parents 
were both heroin addicts .ad- 
dressed the room while car- 
rying her two-year-old son 
in her arms. “I don’t know 
where I would be without 
this program. I thank the 
drug court for giving me my © 
life back.” : 
Another of the graduates 


_ emphasized the importance 


of honesty in recovery. He 
said that 27 years after be- 


_ ginning his. alcohol use as a 


kid, he found himself on the 


and wearing a pair of wom- 
‘en’s jeans he had found on 
the side of the road. 

“If you do something 
wrong, own it. I learned to 
be honest with this program. 
Get honest, reach out for 
help—if you do this your 
life will change.” Having 
abandoned his family dur- 
ing this bleak period where 
he spent some time in jail, 
this graduate was glad to 
report that he is “back with 
my kids’ mother now” and a 
father to his three sons: - 

The first’ Drug Court 
program in New England 
was initiated in 1995 in an 
effort to address the rise in 
criminal offenses, fatalities 
and substance abuse-related 
issues amongst probationers 
and would-be jail prisoners. 
. Most of Quincy’s Drug 
Court participants have ei- 
ther served or face time 
in jail. Each must attend a 
surrender hearing before a 
judge, complete. an inpatient 
program and spend time as 
a resident of a Half-Way, 
or Sober House. Other re- 
quirements include frequent . 
drug and alcohol testing, 
counseling, attendance at 
meetings, and participation 
in the Relapse Prevention 
and Relationships in Recov- 
ery groups.

The city’s allocation to 
the Quincy Public Schools 
will increase by $3.16 mil- 
lion to $98.75 million in the 
new fiscal year. The school 
system will also. receive 
$3.85 million from state cir- 
cuit breaker funds, bringing 
its total budget for FY 17 to 
$102.6 million, up from up 


from $99.26 million this 


year. 
The school system plans 


to hire two new full-time 


teachers, and add part-time 
positions to create two new

Support Strengthening Elder Abuse Laws” - 


World Elder Abuse 
Awareness Day (WEAAD) 
is June 15th. 

Once a year, communi- 
ties around our country and 
the world plan activities and 
programs to share informa- 
tion and. spread awareness 
about abuse, neglect, and 
exploitation in later life. 
Many elderly adults are 
abused in their own homes, 


in relatives’ homes, at the. 


hands of their guardians and 
in facilities ey sone for 
~ their care. 

If you suspect that an el- 
derly person is at risk from a 
neglectful or overwhelmed 
caregiver, or being preyed 
upon financially, it’s impor- 
tant to speak up. 

Over 10 years ago, a hear- 
ing before the Special Com- 
mittee on Aging of the Unit- 
ed States Senate, reported 
that “one out_of every four 
. Americans will be a victim 

of elder abuse, neglect, or 
exploitation at- some point. 
We know: that somewhere 
. between 500,000 to 5 mil- 
lion seniors are abused ev- 


ery year, and further, we 
also know that the reported 
abuse is only really the tip 
of the iceberg, since 84 per- 
cent is the estimate of elder 
abuse believed to go com- 
pletely unreported. Clearly 
the Congress and the Nation 
must find some innovative 
solutions that will protect 
our greatest generation from 
abuse.” Not much has hap- 
pened since. 

We have made great 


_ Strides in protecting children 


and animals from abuse, and 


- strengthened the deterrents 


and punishments for those 
who break the law with im- 
pressivé alacrity (think of 
Justice for Puppy Doe), but 
our legislation has lagged 


on protecting our elderly. It 


only took about a year after 
a huge public outcry under 
the Puppy Doe bill to in- 
crease a sentence for a first 
offense to seven years from 


five, and subsequent penal-: 


ties up to ten years. Fines 
also increased to $5,000 
from $2,500 for a- first of- 
fense and up to $10,000 for 


subsequent offenses. We 
need a similar public outcry 
for our seniors. 

Elder abuse goes beyond 
physical mistreatment. It 
includes psychological and 
emotional abuse and neglect. 
The most prevalent form of 
abuse is financial exploita- 
tion: We need to support 
a comprehensive public 
health and law enforcement 
approach dedicated to fight- 
ing elder abuse with scare 
resources and fragmented 
systems. 

State Rep. Bruce Ay- 
ers, who serves on the Joint 
Committee on Elder Af- 
fairs, has filed Bill 514 to 


increase penalties for un- 
fair and deceptive actions 
against persons with dis- 
abilities and senior citizens 
to $2,500 and improve edu- 
cation about Elder Abuse. It 
is a laudable step in the right 
direction. 

I implore The Biings 


-Sun readers to write their 


Representatives and Sena- 
tors and urge them to sup- 
port this bill, along with 


other legislation that takes 


additional steps to further 

strengthen our elder abuse 

laws. We might need them 

ourselves one day.

Easy Boston Cream Pie

I always like to have something baked in 
the house in case of unexpected guests or if 
any of my kids drop in. Usually it is apple 
pie (their favorite) or some kind of cake to 
have with our coffee or tea. 

After looking over some of my old reci- 
pes I found today’s recipe for Boston Cream 
Pie. I love the cream filling that goes with 
this recipe as it is one my mother used to 
use to fill cream puffs instead of —— 
cream. 

RECIPE 
¥% cup butter (1 stick) 
1 cup of sugar 
2 eggs beaten 
2 cups of cake flour 
2 teaspoons baking soda — 
¥% tsp salt 
2/3 cup of milk 
. Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Melt butter 
and add the sugar, mix until well blended. 
Add the eggs and mix again. Add the dry 


ingredients alternately with the milk and — 


mix for two minutes. 

Pour into two greased 8-inch ee cake 
pans. Bake for 20 minutes or until tooth 
pick comes out clean. Turn out on cake 
racks and let cool. 

RECIPE FOR CREAM ceammatied 
% cup sugar 
2 1/2 tablespoons flour 
% teaspoon salt 
1 cup of milk 
1 egg beaten 
¥% teaspoon vanilla 

In a saucepan mix the sugar, flour and 
salt. Add % cup of the milk and stir until 
smooth. Add the rest of the milk and cook 
on low heat until thickened. Slowly add the 
eggs and cook for two more minutes, add. 
the vanilla and cool. 

Put the creamed filling in the center of 
the two cakes. Top with powdered sugar or 
shredded coconut. P.S. Cake can be frosted 
with a chocolate frosting.

mond meal) (about 1 cup) 
4 ounces eggs (about 2 large eggs) 
1 ounce honey (around | tablespoon) 
4 teaspoon baking soda — 
¥% teaspoon apple cider vinegar 
INSTRUCTIONS 

In a medium bowl, combine almond 
flour and baking soda. 

In a large bowl combine eggs, honey and 
vinegar. 

Stir dry ingredients into wet, mixing un- 
til combined. 


Scoop about % cup of batter at a time 


into a paper lined muffin pan 
Bake at 350 degrees for 15 minutes, until 
slightly browned around the edges 
Cool in the pan for 4 hour.

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The Basics of Myasthenia Gravis 


A Message From The Quincy Health Department

Myasthenia gravis is a. 


chronic - autoimmune neu- 
romuscular disease distin- 


- guished by varying degrees 
of weakness of the volun- — 


tary muscles of the body. 
Characteristically my- 

asthenia gravis is muscle 

weakness that increases dur- 


ing periods of activity and - 


improves after periods of 
rest. Certain muscles such 


_ as those that control eye and 


eyelid movement, faciai ex- 


_ pression, chewing, talking, © 


and swallowing are often 
involved in the disorder. 
The muscles that control 


breathing and neck and limb 
movements may also be af- 


fected. 

Myasthenia gravis is 
caused by a defect in the 
transmission of nerve im- 
pulses to muscles. It occurs 
when normal communica- 
tion between the nerve and 
muscle is interrupted at the 


‘neuromuscular junction, the 
place where nerve cells con- . 


nect with the muscles they 
control. Normally when im- 
pulses travel down the nerve, 
the nefve endings release a 
neurotransmitter substance 
called acetylcholine which 


binds to receptors to gener- 
ate a muscle contraction. 


In myasthenia gravis, an- 


tibodies block, , alter, or de- 
stroy these receptors, which 


prevent the muscle contrac- 
tion from occurring. These 


antibodies are produced by 
_ the body’s own immune 


system. Myasthenia gravis 
is an autoimmune disease 
because the i immune system, 
which normally defends the 
body from foreign organ- 
isms, mistakenly attacks it- 
self. 


In adults with myasthenia 


gravis, the thymus gland re- 
mains large and is abnormal. 
The thymus gland, which 
sits in the chest area beneath 
the breastbone, plays an im- 


portant role in the develop- ° 


ment of the immune system 
in early life. Scientists be- 
lieve the thymus gland may 
give incorrect instructions 
to developing immune cells, 


ultimately resulting in ‘au- 


toimmunity and setting the 


stage for the attack on nev-: 


romuscular transmissions. 
Although myasthenia 
gravis may affect any vol- 
untary muscle, muscles that 
control eye and eyelid move-

ment, facial expression, and 
swallowing are most fre- 
quently affected. The. onset 
of the disorder may be sud- 
den and symptoms often are 
not immediately recognized 
as myasthenia gravis. 

In most cases, the first no- 
ticeable symptom is weak- 
ness of the eye muscles. In 
others, difficulty in swal- 
lowing and slurred speech 


_ may be the first signs- The 


degree of muscle weak- 
ness involved in myasthenia 
gravis varies, ranging from 
a localized form limited to 
eye muscles to a severe or 


generalized form in which. 


many muscles, sometimes 
including those that control 
breathing are affected. 
Symptoms, which vary 
in type and severity, may 
include a drooping of one 
or both eyelids (ptosis), 
blurred or double vision due 


_ to weakness of the muscles 
that control eye movements, 


unstable or waddling gait, 
a change in facial expres- 
sion, difficulty in swallow- 
ing, shortness of breath, im- 
paired speech and weakness 
in the arms, hands, fingers, 
legs, and neck. 
Myasthenia gravis occurs 
in all ethnic groups and both 
genders. It most generally 
affects young adult women 
(under 40) and older men 
(over 60), but it can occur at 
any age. Myasthenia gravis 
‘in juveniles is uncommon. 
Myasthenia gravis is not 
directly inherited nor is it 
contagious. Occasionally, 
the disease may occur “in 
more than one member of 
the same family. ~ 
Because weakness is a 
common symptom of many 
other disorders, the diagno- 
sis of myasthenia gravis is 
often missed or delayed in 
people who experience mild 
symptoms. The first steps 
of. ‘diagnosing ‘myasthenia 


- gravis include’'a. review of 
_ the individual’s medical his- 


tory, and physical and neu- 


_cure.. some people, 


. rological sean dcus, The 


physician looks for impair- 
ment of eye movements or 


muscle. weakness without 
any changes in the individ-— 


ual’s ability to feel things. 


- If the doctor suspects my- 
asthenia gtavis, several tests 
are available to confirm the © 


diagnosis. 


A special blood test can. 
' detect the presence of im- 


mune molecules. or acetyl- 
choline receptor antibodies. 
The edrophonium test uses 
intravenous administration 
‘of edrophonium chloride to 
very briefly relieve weak- 
ness in people with myas- 
thenia gravis. Other methods 
to confirm the diagnosis in- 
clude a version of nerve con- 
duction study which tests for 
specific muscle “fatigue” by 
repetitive nerve stimulation. 
Single fiber electromyogra- 


' phy (EMG) can also reveal 


impaired nerve-to-muscle 
transmission. 

EMG measures the elec- 
trical potential of muscle 
cells when single muscle 
fibers are stimulated by 
electrical impulses. Muscle 
fibers in myasthenia gravis, 
as well as other neuromus- 
cular disorders, do not re- 
spond as well to repeated 
electrical stimulation com- 
pared to muscles from nor- 
mal individuals. i 

Diagnostic imaging of 


“ the chest; using CT or MRI, 


may be used to visualize the 
thymus. Pulmonary func- 


" tion testing, which measures 


breathing strength, also may 
be. used to predict whether 
respiration may fail. 

There: are several thera- 
pies available to help reduce 


and improve muscle weak-. 


ness. Medications used to 
treat the disorder include 
anticholinesterase . agents 
which help improve neuro- 
muscular transmission and 
increase muscle strength and 
immunosuppressive drugs 
to improve muscle strength 


by suppressing the produc- . 


tion of abnormal antibodies. 
Their use must be carefully 
monitored by a physician 
because they may cause ma- 
jor side effects. 
Thymectomy, the surgi- 
cal removal of the thymus 


, gland reduces. symptoms: in 


some individuals: and may 
Ppos- 
sibly. by re-balancing the 
immune. system.

thenia gravis includes plas- 
mapheresis. A neurologist 
will determine which treat- 


‘ment option is best for each 


individual depending on the 
severity of the weakness, 
which muscles are affected, 
and the individual’s age and 
other related medical prob- 
lems. 

With treatment, most in- 
dividuals with myasthenia 
can significantly improve 
their.muscle weakness and 


-lead normal or nearly nor- 


mal lives. Some cases of 


myasthenia gravis may go 


into remission, either tem- 
porarily or permanently, and 
muscle weakness may dis- 
appear completely so that 
medications can be discon- 
tinued. ae 

Stable, long-lasting com- 
plete remissions are the goal 
of thymectomy and may 
occur in about 50 percent 
of individuals who undergo 
this procedure. In a small 
number of cases, the severe 
weakness of myasthenia 
gravis may cause respira- 
tory failure, which requires 
immediate emergency med- 
ical care. 

Much has been learned 
about myasthenia gravis in 
recent years. Technological 
improvements have led to 
more timely and accurate 
diagnosis, and new and en- 
hanced ‘thetapi¢és have’ im- 
proved management of the 
disorder.

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Vehicles Gets Initial OK

The City Council’ $ fi- 
nance committee on Monday 
approved borrowing more 
than. $10.3 million to repair 
major and neighborhood 
roads and purchase new 
vehicles, including a pair 
of fire engines and a dozen 
marked and unmarked po- 
lice cruisers — items Mayor 

Thomas Koch sought as the 
first part of his new five-year 
capital plan. 

_ The finance committee 
did not vote on an additional 
nine items included in the 
capital plan at a combined 
cost of $9 million — includ- 
ing $3 million for building 
improvements and $2 mil- 
lion for new school technol- 
ogy and software upgrades. 
The committee also did not 
consider a request to repur- 
posé more than $1 million 
in unexpended funds from 
previously completed capi- 
tal projects to repair the roof 
of the City Hall annex and 
upgrade the gymnasium at 
North Quincy High School. 

Those items will be con- 
sidered June 27 — the final 
meeting before the council 
recesses for the summer. 

The full council must also 
approve the money for road. 
repair and new vehicles that 
night. 

- The committee ee 9-0 
in favor of the $5 million

‘and sidewalk repair. 

Chris Walker, the may- 
or’s director of policy and 
‘information, said $2 million 
would go towards major 


roads with the remaining $3-

‘tion would use input from 
ward councillors to identify 
neighborhood streets in need 
of repair. 

“The ward councillors, 
we believe, are truly the

The city plans to spend 
$485,000 on the new police 
cruisers, according to Al 
Grazioso, Koch’s director 
of operations. Six would be 
marked and six unmarked. 
Police Chief Paul Keenan 
said the six Ford Explorers 
that would be - purchased 
as marked cruisers would 
serve as front-line patrol ve- 


“hicles for about two years, 


after which they would be 
moved to other units such 
as the Community Police or 
Special Operations. The un- 
marked cruisers are meant 
to serve as replacements for 
model year 2000 and 2003 
vehicles the department cur- 
rently uses.

Council Approves New 
~ TPAL Department

The City Council has 
paved the way for the cre- 
ation of a new department 
responsible for traffic, park- 
ing, fire alarms and street- 
lights. 

The council’s finance 
committee voted 8-1 on 
June 8 to approve the bud- 
get for the Traffic, Parking, 


Alarm and Lighting Depart- © 


ment Mayor Thomas Koch 
had proposed creating when 
he introduced his spending 
plan for fiscal year 2017, 
which begins July 1. The 
entire $287.56 million city 
budget was then approved 
unanimously that night dur- 
ing a special session of the 
full council. » 

- The $2.59 million TPAL 
budget includes positions 
being transferred in from the 
Public Works Department 


and the Fire Department. 
Also included is a new direc- 
tor’s position at a salary of 
$98 623 — Mike Coffey, cur- 
rently the DPW’s business 
manager, will be appointed 
to lead the new department 
— and a $52,650 administra- 
tive assistant position. 

Coffey said he planned to 
take a systematic approach 
to addressing the matters 
falling under the depart- 
ment’s purview, including 
traffic and parking woes. 

“We’ve got a lot of issues 
and we really want to go at 
it systematically, put togeth- 
er plans, implement those 
plans, and then measure our 
success against those plans,” 
he told the council. 

Coffey told the council- 
lors he would the single 
point of contact.for the de- 
partment, available around 


the clock. He also plans to 
provide the councillors with _ 
regular progress reports, and 
go before the council for a 
review of the department’s 
work in six months. : 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci said the city’s traf- 
fic operations have gotten 
worse since the previously - 
independent Traffic Depart- 
ment was folded into the 
DPW in November 2012. 

As one example, he said 
the traffic signal at the inter- 
section of Burgin Parkway 
and Centre Street — near the 
entrance to Crown Colony 
as well as Route 3 — had 
been down for two weeks 
with the.city unable to fix it. 

“Here we are talking 
about spending $138 . mil- 
lion. on the infrastructure - 
improvements to bring peo- .

ple downtown — we can’t get 
the lights that let you into the 
city to -work. It’s embarrass- 
ing. It’s embarrassing to be 
the ward councillor that we 
can’t get that done and I’ve 
got to tell people ‘I don’t 
know,” Palmucci said. - 

“T think no one will argue 
that there aren’t problems. 
Why is it the way it is?” 

Coffey said there were a 
number of reasons why the 
issue has gotten worse. 

Staffing within the traffic 


department, he said, was not - 


at the level it should have 
- been, because of vacancies, 
changes within the organi- 
zation, and employees being 
out because of illnesses. 

Development within the 
city, Coffey added, has also 
led to traffic problems; a 
citywide traffic and parking 
study proposed as part of 
the mayor’s proposed capi- 
tal improvement plan (CIP) 
could help address that is- 
sue. 

“You bring more people 
into the city and more de- 
velopment into the city you 
have more traffic issues to. 
deal with, and I’m not sure 
we've dealt with them as 
well as we could,” Coffey 

- said. 

‘ “I think we’re going to 
address some of that in the 
CIP program. The mayor 
feels that we should really 
be looking at a citywide 
traffic flow study.” 

Additionally, the city’s 
current traffic signal man- 
agement system, which 
would allow traffic person- 
nel to alter signals remotely, 
has gone unused. Coffey 
said he was unsure why it 
is no longer in use, but said 
the system is from 1997 
and cannot run on comput- 
ers built after 2003. Some 
of the lines that connect the 
management system with 
the traffic: signals have also 
been cut. 

“It think that’s funda-

mental — especially in this 
day and age,” Coffey said 
of a replacement for the sig- 
nal management system that 
could be included as part of 
the capital plan. “I think we 
should have a person sitting 
there in our offices, taking a 
look ata trouble spot.” 


Ward 2 Councillor Brad _ 


Croall, the chairman of the 
finance committee, sug- 


‘ gested Coffey’s new de- 


partment could work with 


the police on enforcing the 


city’s residential parking 
requirements: Quincy does 
require a permit for parking 
overnight on city streets, but 
that has gone largely unen- 
forced. 

“Traffic is obviously a 
big concern...but parking 
is equally as pressing when 
we get into some of these 
neighborhoods. Obviously, 
we have a residential park- 
ing requirement. It might 
not be enforced, but it’s 
there,” Croall said. “That’s 
something you’ ve really got 
to think about.” . 

Coffey said that require- 
ment is selectively enforced 
now when problems arise. 
Béing more aggressive about 
enforcement is something 
that should be discussed go- 
ing forward, he said, along 
with possible changes to the 
parking requirements. 

Councillor Joseph ' Fina 
voted against the depart- 
ment’s budget. 

Finn said he was opposed 
to the creation of a new city 
through _ the 
budget process, and said the 
addition of the department 
would just create a new di- 
rector’s position. 

“This particular proposal 
offers no new boots on the 
ground, no new. resources — 
no more than we have pres- 
ently,” Finn said.

Princess Eve Marsh 


Quincy Making Waves — 
Coalition (QMWC) has. 


expanded their scope be- 
yond educating residents 
about the ramifications of 
the FEMA flood maps, to 
include environmental is- 
sues such as Wollaston’s 
salt marshes. In particular, 
_the group is focused on the 
deteriorating Princess Eve 


Marsh (PEM) in the Beech- 


wood Knoll Area.: 

The Princess Eve Marsh 
no longer receives the need- 
ed salt water from Blacks 
Creek. In 2011 the City of 
Quincy, as part of an on- 
going maintenance plan, 
closed the “Flap Valve” at 
the Fenno Street culvert. 


This has had a severe im- 


pact on the Princess Eve 
Marsh, QMCW members 


say. There were reasons for 


this action, but it is clear that 
this salt marsh will continue 
to deteriorate if salt water is 
not allowed to flow in and 


out, they say. 
The Quincy Making 
Waves Coalition would like 


the tide gate (flap valve) at 


the Fenno Street culvert to 
be partially: opened, as it 
was, to allow sea water from 
Blacks Creek to flow in and 


out of the Princess Eve 


Marsh. Restoring the natural 


tidal cycles will flush out the . 
silt that has built up in the — 


ditches, and revive the na- 
tive salt marsh vegetation. 


The life of this marsh de- 
pends upon the addition of 
salt water, which will stunt 


- the aggressive growth of the 


invasive phragmites, which 
has taken over even the 


lower portions of the marsh 


floor. Phragmites increases 


the rate of marsh accretion, 


to a much greater degree 


than would occur with na- 


tive marsh vegetation. 
Those familiar with the 
Princess Eve Marsh can see 
the drastic physical changes 
that have taken place since 
this flap has been closed. 
The view of the Princess Eve 
Marsh was much like look- 
ing across the clear view of 
marsh at Blacks Creek, that

Environmental Lawyer To Lecture 
On Gas Pipelines, Alternatives 


Does Massachusetts 
need more natural gas ca- 
pacity, including controver- 
sial projects like the Access 
Northeast Pipeline and_ the 
- Fore River compressor sta- 
tion? Or are there safer, 
cleaner ways to fill our en- 
ergy needs?. 

At 7 pm on Monday 
June 20, Nathan Phillips, a 
Boston University environ- 
' mental scientist, and Tyler 
Soleau, energy and climate 
outreach director of Acadia 
Center, which does energy 
research and advocacy, will 


address these questions in a. 


lecture at the main branch 
of the Thomas Crane Public 
Library, 40 Washington St. 
in Quincy Center. 
Phillips; an author of 
some 75 articles in peer- 
reviewed scientific journals 
such as the Environmental 
Science and Technology 
and Proceeedings of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences, 
will detail his research on 
leaks in existing gas infra- 
‘structure, including the gas 
distribution pipelines that 
run beneath the streets of 
Quincy. Three percent of 
the natural gas brought into 
Massachusetts is lost be- 
‘cause of leaky distribution 
pipes, he said in a telephone 


interview, and because natu- 
ral gas is mostly methane, 


a super-potent greenhouse ~ 


gas, those leaks are to blame 
for roughly 10 percent of 
the state’s carbon footprint. 
Leaking natural gas can also 
cause explosions and con- 
tribute to disease, he said. 
Expanding pipelines and 
adding new compressor sta- 
tions to bring more natu- 
ral gas to the state is “like 
putting a new addition on 
a house with a leaky roof,” 
said Philips. “The new in- 
frastructure will increase 
the pressure in distribution 
pipes, and that is bound to 
create new leaks and exacer- 
bate existing leaks.... It will 
cause many nonhazardous 
sites to become hazardous.” 
For his part of the lecture, 
Acadia Center’s Tyler So- 
leau, an environmental law- 
yer who formerly worked as 
staff director of the Climate 
Change Committee of the 
Massachusetts House, will 
discuss the state’s future en- 
ergy needs and whether they 
can best be filled by increas- 
ing natural gas capacity. 
“T’ll be talking about 
where our energy mix is 
now, where we need it to 
be, and why natural gas 
doesn’t need to be a big part

Church Windows Restored 


$80,000 Community Preservation Project 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A months-long project to 
restore or replace 20 win- 
dows at the United First Par- 
ish Church is nearly finished 


— an undertaking the presi-. 
dent of the historic church : 


said was long overdue. 

The $80,000 project, 
funded by the city’s Com- 
munity Preservation Com- 
mittee, entails the restora- 


- tion of 14 double-hung arch 


windows on the first floor 
of the addition on the east 
side of the Quincy Center 
landmark, Kirt Switzer, the 
church’s president and CEO, 
said recently. 

The 14 windows date to 
1889, the year the addition 
was constructed. 

“They’re just the way 
they were. They’re beauti- 
ful,” Switzer said. “I’m as- 
tounded at how well they 
look.” 

The project also involves 
the replacement of six base- 
ment windows; restoration 
was no longer an option for 
them given the shape they 
were in. 


“They deteriorated to the ’ 
point they couldn’t be re-— 


stored,” Switzer said. 


The window project 


began about three to four 
months ago, according to 
Switzer, and all but four of 
the windows have been in- 
stalled. 

“We’re on our final lap,” 
he said. 

WW Millworks of West 
Bridgewater restored the 14 
windows for the first floor 
and also made the six new 
windows for the basement. 


~ The company is no stranger 


to the city having also pre- 


pared the windows for the 
recently restored James R. 
McIntyre Government Cen- 
ter (Old City Hall). 

“They have a long his- 

tory with the city and are 
well-known all over the 
state,” Switzer said. “They 
did all the window work at 
Old City Hall.” 
Yankee Remodeling, a 
Quincy company, handled 
the installation of the win- 
dows and other related 
work. ~ 

The restoration of the 
windows in the addition is 
long overdue, Switzer said. 

“T joined the church in 
2001,” he said. “They were 
in terrible shape then.” 

The church received a 
federal grant for the window 
work in 2008 or 2009, Swit- 
zer said. The window work 
did not take place at that 
time, however, because the 
building’s bell tower was in 
greater need of repair and 
the funds were repurposed 
for that project. 

In 2014, the City Council 
and Community Preserva- 


tion Committee approved 
allocating $80,000 to the 
church for the window proj- 
ect. Switzer credited archi- 
tect James Edwards, the 
president of the Quincy His- 
torical Society, for helping 
to secure those funds. 

“It was long overdue and 


we appreciate the support - 


from the city, the mayor and 
everyone,” Switzer said. 

The windows in_ the 
church’s sanctuary were re- 
stored as part of a two-year, 
$1.7 million restoration 
project completed in 2000, 
Switzer said. That project 
also included the installa- 
tion of a new slate roof, 16 
steel trusses to support the 
roof, and restoration of the 
sanctuary. 

Switzer said the sanc- 
tuary windows would be 
touched up this summer, 
once the-windows in the 
addition are all re-installed. 
The church is still working 
with its contractors on the 
timeline for that facet of the 
project, and will also work 
around the ongoing con- 
struction in Quincy Center.

. Senate Passes Veterans Bill To Support Veterans, 
Service Members And Their Families 


The Massachusetts State; 


Senate has unanimously 

. passed Senate Bill 2325 “An 

Act. .Relative to Housing, 

Operations, Military Ser- 

vice, and Enrichment,” also 

- known as the Massachusetts 
HOME Act. 

The legislation. expands 

~ on the commitment the Mas- 

sachusetts Senate: has made 

to our veterans, service 

members and their families 

by expanding state benefits 
and services. 

The: bill incteases_ vet- 
erans’ access to housing 
through several provisions, 
for example by excluding 
military’ disability ,;compen- 
sation from the formula 
that housing authorities use 
in determining rent for dis- 
abled veterans, and by giv- 
ing eligible veterans a state- 
wide preference in housing 
for the elderly and persons 
with disabilities. Currently 
this preference applies only 
to.a veteran’s community 
of residence, limiting their 

_ ability to enter housing in 
- surrounding communities. 

Senator John F. Keenan 
(D = Quincy) filed and 
passed an amendment to the 
bill, prohibiting a municipal 
tax debt from being sent to 


a third party agency for col-. 


lection if the: taxpayer is a 
military veteran. 

“This and the various 
other provisions of the bill 
ensure that we give due 
respect to those who have 
served and returned: home, 

, and provide a supportive at- 
ne for veterans to re- 


nh 


turn to their communities,” 
Keenan said. 

“Gold Star’ _ statutes 
would also be updated by 
the bill, providing a prop- 
erty tax exemption for the 
surviving spouse of any sol- 
dier, sailor, member of the 
National Guard or veteran 
who, during active duty ser- 
vice, suffered an injury ‘or 
illness which was the proxi- 
mate cause of death. The 
update would also provide 
a property tax exemption 
to veterans who have a 100 
percent disability rating for 
service connected blind- 
ness.

But there’s actually 
no biological reason we get 
them any longer. When hu- 
mans were much hairier, 
goose bumps served as an 
instrument of intimidation. 
For example, you may have 


observed that when animals: 
-. feel threatened, their hair 


often stands straight up. 
That’s so they appear larger, 
and therefore more threaten- 
ing. It worked the same way 
for us back in the days of 
the caveman. But now that 


we have much less hair than - 


our ancestors, goose bumps 

are ‘much more visible, and 

pretty purposeless.

1) Simply put, it’s like the 

opposite of sweating, which 


“happens when you're over- . 


heated and need to cool 
down.- Shivering, when 
you’re cold aids you in pro- 
ducing and conserving heat. 
It-also helps trfgger the pres- 
ervation of homeostasis, 
which maintains the stability 
of your internal functions.

as a hypnagogic or hypnic 
jerk. One theory discloses 
“that it happens because as

We have _ traditionally 
been lead to believe that you 
yawn because you’re tired 


or bored. Latest research 


indicates that yawning may 
just be a way to keep your 
brain cool. Essentially, a 
yawn acts like your brain’s 
personal air conditioner. 
When yow’ start to yawn, 
forceful stretching of the jaw 
increases blood flow in the 
neck, face, and head. At the 
same time the deep intake of 
breath during a’ yawn forces 
a downward flow of spinal 
fluid and blood from the 
brain.

Jointly, these processes may 
act like a radiator, elimi- 
nating too hot blood from

in your throat and in turn, 
causing a hiccup.

Crying is a lot more com-

There are literally assorted 
tears for every kind of situ- 
ation. os 

Basal Tears: They keep 
our eyes wet at all times 
and protect them from bac- 
teria and other harmful sub- 
stances. You can usually go 
through your day without 
noticing basal tears. 

Reflex Tears: If your 


eyes water whem you're’ 


chopping an onion, then 
you are experiencing reflex 


- tears, which are released in 


larger amounts than basal 
tears. They occur to keep an 
unwanted gas or acid from 
penetrating your eyes.

can expect these to. appear 
when you’re really happy, 


sad, frightened, or merely — 


feeling overwhelmed. Re- 
searchers don’t really know 
why we cry emotional tears,

Orlando Shooting Victims Remembered At Vigil 


REV. REBECCA FROOM, pastor, United First Parish Church, 
speaks at a vigil last Friday in remembrance of the 49 victims 
of the Orlando nightclub shooting June 12.

Nearly 70 people attend- 
ed a vigil at the United First 
Parish Church to remember 
the victims of a mass shoot- 
ing at a gay nightclub in Or- 
lando, Fla. 

The vigil on the grounds 
of the Quincy Center church 
was held the evening of June 
16, days after the June 12 
mass shooting. Forty-nine 
victims were killed inside 
the Pulse nightclub during 
the early morning hours of 
June 12, and 53 others were 
wounded, making it the 
deadliest shooting in U.S. 
history. 

The names and ages of 
the 49 victims were read 
aloud during the vigil, and 
the church’s bell rang out 
after each victim was iden- 
tified. 

“It was broken-hearted 
and open-hearted,” the Rev. 
Rebecca Froom, 


the pas- 


tor the United First Parish 
Church, said of the vigil. 
“Some people were cry- 
ing during the reading of the 
names and the bell. People 


_came together and com- 


forted each other, giving 
a little bit of hope and af- 
firmation that we are not in 
this alone.” 

Froom - said plans for 
the vigil came together in 


the two days before it took © 


place — the members of the 
church were in too much of 
a state of shock the day of 
the shooting itself, which 
happened on a Sunday. 

“We felt the need for 
there to.be a response within 
a week of the shooting,” she 
said.

of Hancock Street. Steiding _ 
said he had recently filed - 


plans with city officials for 
the build out of the space. 
KKatie’s will seat ahont 100 
patrons. 

The restaurant has two 
locations presently in 
Plymouth and Marshfield 
and plans to open a third 
in Hyannis this summer. 
Steiding said the KKatie’s 
opening in Quincy Cen- 
ter would feature identical 
menus and pricing as the 
other locations.

The 
first license was granted in 
March to Pho Pasteur, a 90- 
seat restaurant Vietnamese 
restaurant planned for 1462 
Hancock St. 

The 2013 special act also 
gave the city two hotel li- 
quor licenses, one retail li- 
cense and one beer and wine 
pouring license for estab- 
lishments in Quincy Cen- 
ter. The retail license was 


granted in February to Han- ~

to move into a 4,000 square 
foot space at 5 Cottage Ave., 
around the corner from its 
current location.

tors Green at Quincy High 
School featuring a granite 
monument honoring the 
past, present and future 
teachers of the city and a 
plaque in memory of the 
late Bruce McDonald who 
taught English for 42 years 


at the school and chaired its _ 


English department. 

The monument and 
plaque were unveiled during 
the June 7 ceremony in the 
park — now known as Edu- 
catoss. Green - where the old 
Quincy High School stood 
mear the entrance of the 
new school on Coddington 
Street. The nearly 10-foot 
high monument consists 
of an apple on top of two 
stacked books — “The Com- 


~ plete Works of Shakespeare” 


and “Life and Physical Sci- 
ence.” The plaque honoring 
McDonald sits several feet 
in front of the sculpture. 


“This space we dedicate - 


here today is a testament to 
the recognition of the im- 
portant role of public educa- 
tion and of our public school 
educators here in Quincy,” 


said Quincy Education As- 
sociation President Allison 
Cox. “Every day, teach- 
ers are entrusted with our 
comimunity’s most precious 
resource — our children. 
Generation after generation, 
our public school educators 
bring hope to our children, 
hope to our community and 
hope for our future. What 
better way for the city to 
honor our educators, both 
past ‘and present, than with 
this beautiful space.” 

McDonald graduated 
from Quirey High in 1952 
and went on to Harvard 
University. - He. returned 
to Quincy High School in 
1960 as an English teacher 
and was named the head of 
the English department in 
the 1970s, a post he held 
for more than 30 years. He 
retired in 2002 and’ passed 
away in 2013. 

School committee mem- 
ber Emily Lebo initially 
proposed the monument to 


- be dedicated to McDonald, 


but Mayor Thomas Koch 
said it was decided to honor 
all teachers inthe city.

start,” Ellis said. “Every 
group had people in it who 
would happily tell me sto- 
ries about Bruce - things 
he had done, things he had 
said, ways in which they be- 
lieved he had changed their 
lives.

“I’m going to be work-

versity and the University of 
South Florida. We’re going 
to be doing water sampling 
in various locations in the 
Southern Ocean to study di- 
atoms,” Pekarcik explained 
in a recent interview. 
“Diatoms are like a pho- 
tosynthetic algae, so they’re 
part of the basis of the food 
web in Antarctica.

Pekarcik said she. began 
applying for the PolarTREC 
program six years ago, be- 
cause she was looking for a 


chance to conduct Fesearch. 


and bring that experience 
back into the classroom. 
While PolarTREC has ex- 
peditions in the Arctic and 


Antarctic, Pekarcik was in-. 


tent on traveling to the lat- 
ter. 

“Antarctica is one of 
those places — it’s so far 
away, it’s so different and 
unique in terms of the ani- 
mals that live there, the 
climate, and that level of 
unknown and maybe a little 
danger and excitement,” she 
said. “I decided the Arctic 
might be easier for me to 
get to on my own versus the 
Antarctica; It’s not- really 


_easy to get to Antarctica, so 


if you can find a way and 
someone is willing to take 


‘you there, then I'll’ go with 


it.

Last fall, Pekarcik 


learned she had been select- 


ed for the research mission 
in the Southern Ocean, and 
in February traveled to Fair- 
banks, Alaska; for a week 
of training at PolarTREC’s 
headquarters. :

ing with PolarTREC and 


learned about what my role

es next year, because she 
won’t be returning to NQHS 
until late October. 

As part of those arrange- 
ments, Pekarcik and the 
URI researchers who will be 
joining her on the research 
trip gave a recent presenta- 
tion to her current and future 


students about the .expedi-_. 
tion — 


including samples of 
the diatoms the group will 
be studying. 

“I think it’s a good way 
to get them excited about it 
and sort, of start to get them 
involved,” Pekarcik said. 

Those students — and oth- 


- ers in the community — can 


follow the research expedi- 
tion through a journal page 
on the PolarTREC website 
at __ polartrec.com/expedi- 
tions/southern-ocean-dia- 
toms. She also has a Face- 
book page for the trip, “Ms.

-At one point during her’ 


trip, Pekarcik will be able 
to give an online presenta- 
tion on the research mis- 
sion. via satellite phone, 
which she said her students 


would be able to view. Un- 


like other teachers on Polar- 


REC trips who can video 
chat with their students on a 
regular basis, Pekarcik said 
she wouldn’t be able to do 
so from the Palmer. 

At North, Pekarcik teach- 
es tenth grade biology as 
well as marine science and 


zoology, both of which are — 


electives for upperclassmen. 
Pekarcik plans on incorpo- 
rating facets of her trip into 
her lesson plans. 

“We’ve already started 
talking about incorporating 
things like some of the on- 
line tools the researchers use 
for things like graphing for 
visualizing their data, ways 
in which we _ incorporate 
cell growth into the curricu- 
lum... For the biology stu- 
dents, some basic biology 
about cell growth,” Pekarcik 
said. 

“The marine science kids, 
they’re going to focus a lot 


while I’m away on plankton 


and diatoms, so they’re go- 
ing to kind of mimic what 
I’m going to do in Antarcti- 
ca, but here in Quincy — kind 
of getting a sense of how it’s 


similar but how it’s differ- 
ent, Hopefully that will help 
them learn a little bit more 
about the food-web here off 
the coast.” 

Pekarcik intends to reach 
out to students in the school 
system, and the community 
at-large, before and after her 
trip to share her experience. 

“I hope to have before I 
leave this summer at least 


“one presentation just to get 
everyone back to remember- ' 


ing ‘Ms-‘P is leaving and she 
is going to the Antarctic.’ 
I’m hoping I can get every- 
one together — at least have 
it open to the community as 
a prequel,” Pekarcik said. 

“When I comeBack there 
will definitely be outreach 
programs for students at all 
levels — I hope to be able to 
reach out within the com- 
munity and also to outside 
communities for all levels 
— but also for the public as 
well. 

“I want to be able to 
bring a lot of this. infor- 
mation back, whether it’s 
about Antarctica in general, 
it’s about what I do in the 
classroom, or even about 
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changes that are happening 
in the Arctic and Antarctic — 
climate change issues — be- 
cause that’s part of the basis 
of why we’re going.” 

Pekarcik has no immedi- 
ate plans for future research 
trips, but is exploring other 
opportunities that may be 
available to her. 

“There’ are many op-- 
portunities for teachers that 
are out there, including a 
Teacher at Sea program with 
NOAA. ‘Now that I have 
started to become in the Po- 
larTREC world and meeting 
other teachers, I’m learning 
about lots of other experi- 
ences that are out nr. 
Pekarcik said. ie 

“A lot of them take place 
in the summer — It’s very 
rare you get an opportunity 
to leave in the middle of the 
school year and I’m very 
fortunate that my adminis- 
tration, everybody, has been 
so supportive of this.

Who is the VISTA? That 
has not béen determined 
yet. 


What is.a VISTA? Well, 
that, at least, is something 
that can be explained. 


Back in 1965 the federal _ 
government launched the . 


Americorps VISTA (Volun- 


_ teers in Service to America) 


program with the notion of 
attacking the myriad prob- 
lems of poverty in the coun- 
try at its roots. Moreover, 
it asked for its members — 
technically not volunteers 


— to take on that work while - 


being paid a poverty level 
salary. In that way, the VIS- 
TAs, or VISTA members, 
could better understand the 
issues ‘being faced by the 
people they were helping. 
But there was a catch. A 
VISTA member working in a 
community was not allowed 
to provide direct service in 
any way. Instead, they built 
capacity for - nonprofit or- 
ganizations. That structure 
still holds true today, more 
than 50 years since the pro- 
gram’s founding. VISTAs 


-work behind the’scenes, cre- 


ating partnerships, building 
infrastructure, helping the 


organizations grow. When 
they are done with their first 
year of service, they can 
re-up on site, or move onto 
another project, for as many 
as five years. But whatever 
their decision, hopefully by 


the end of that year in ser- 
- vice the VISTA: has left: be- 


hind something tangible in 
the form of ideas, programs, 
databases, evaluation sys- 
tems and more, that the next 
VISTA can pick right up to 
continue the work. 

- While the South Shore 


YMCA does not know who > 


the VISTA is yet personally, 
it knows generally who it 
may be. VISTAs tend to be 
recent college graduates, a 
few more being women than 
men. Then again, they may 
be retirees looking to give 
back at the other end of their 
careers. They almost all 
have previous volunteer ex- 
perience, and many have a 


passion for nonprofit work.

the way you file for certain benefits. These changes place 
limits on when voluntary suspension and reinstatement can 
begin for you and your family members who might also be 


entitled to benefits on that record. This is not the demise of

your full retirement age. 

The Bipartisan Budget 
Act of 2015 made changes 
to the Social Security claims 
filed by married couples. 
The law affected an unintended loophole primarily used by 
married couples to gain more money.

If you’re full retirement age or older and apply for Social - 


Security retirement benefits, you can suspend your benefits 
for any amount of time up to age 70. You may do this to earn 
“delayed retirement credits,” which result in a higher benefit 
payment when you turn 70 or when you request reinstate- 
ment of benefits, whichever comes first. 

Under the new law, when you submit a request to sus- 
pend your benefits to earn delayed retirement credits on or 
after April 30, 2016, you will no longer be able to receive 
spouse’s or widow(er)’s benefits during this voluntary delay 
period. In addition, if you suspend your benefit, any benefits 
payable to your spouse and children on your record (except 
for a divorced spouse) will also be suspended for the same 


time period. 


_. There is an exception. A request for voluntary suspension 
will not suspend a divorced spouse’s benefit. Also, your 


divorced spouse can receive benefits on your record during - 


this voluntary delay period. 

Remember, you can still plan and make the most of your 
retirement benefit by filing and suspending. These new rules 
don’t prevent you from doing what’s best for you and your 
family.

Hancock Street History 


t was eerily quiet as dusk turned into iia in Quincy 


i Center last Friday evening. 
For about 15 minutes around 9 p.m. there was no 


" traffic on ‘Hancock Street between City Hall and Unit- 


ed First Parish Church. Only a handful of folks stood 
on the sidewalk to witness history. 

Heavy equipment moved concrete jersey barriers 
on Hancock Street near Washington Street blocking 
southbound traffic. Assembled media found -vantage 
spots to record the moment. . 

_ Then, like the crystal ball that falls in Times Square 
every New Year’s Eve, anticipation grew as Paul Hines 
climbed into his black SUV with two of his sons and 
two of his nephews. The vehicle was parked inside the 
barrier in front of McIntyre Mall. - 

He hit the ignition, threw the car in gear and slowly 
drove a few hundred yards down this stretch of Han- 


- cock Street. It may seem a little corny or exaggerated 


but it was a history-making moment. In a larger scope, 
this snapshot of time signaled the beginning ae a new 
era in the downtown. 

It was the final vehicle trip between City Hall and 
United First Parish Church. Forever. An area that’s ac- 
commodated cars and other vehicles for more than 100 


"years ceased as a public roadway at 9:18 p.m. on Fri- 


day, June 24, 2016. 
Hines slowly drove his black. 2009 GMC Yukon 
Hybrid SUV between the church and City Hall — his 


sons and nephews waving their outstretched arms from. 


rolled down windows. He stopped briefly just before 


»~Temple Street and then continued south on Hancock 


Street toward Granite Street. 

The ride was over. And with it a chapter in city his- 
tory. 

As Hines hae away, work crews sprung into : ac- 
tion for the next phase in the downtown. More concrete 
barriers were placed near Washington and Hancock 
Streets. Traffic lights were rigged on poles at intersec- 
tions. Crews prepared to paint lines for the new traffic 
configuration around the church. 

Eight hours after it was closed, a new traffic pattern 
opened around 5 a.m. Saturday morning. Vehicular 
traffic now travels in two directions around the historic 
“Church of the Presidents” on Washington Street and 
Temple Street. 

Ending Hancock Street as we know it in front of 
City Hall and the church will pave the way for a new 
public park known as the Adams. Hancock Green. On 
Monday morning, construction crews were scattered 
throughout this block as the project got underway in 


earnest. Asphalt was ripped up as workers dug holes - 


and trenches laying the groundwork for the new park. 
Mayor Thomas Koch, a driving force for the new 
park, says the park will be a more dignified setting for 


the historic church — the only church in the U.S. where 


two U.S. Presidents —- John Adams and John Quincy 
Adams — and their wives First Ladies Abigail Adams 
and Louisa Catherine Adams — are entombed in the 
church crypt. : ae 

. The days of the church in the midst of a traffic ro- 
tary are over. 

But more than that, park proponeiite see this green 
as helping release the downtown’s untapped potential 
as a destination for residents and visitors alike. 

If you take a walk down Hancock Street in this area 
of the downtown, you can get a sense of how this park 
will join City Hall and the church as well as historic 
Hancock Cemetery. 

The old roadway asphalt will be replaced by a beau- 
tiful green space featuring water elements, cobble- 
stones and trees. The site will be book-ended by two 
oversized bronze statues of Founding Fathers and na- 
tive sons John Adams and John Hancock. 


There’s no question this park will enhance the aes- 
thetics of the downtown. 
How can it not? 
But many wonder how will the new traffic pattern 
ultimately impact this area of the square. 
Qn Monday, two-way traffic around the church ap- 
peared to be flowing fairly well. There were police of- 


 ficers helping direct traffic and pedestrians in the area. 


So hopefully this is a good sign of things to come. 
There’s also been some discussion about the new 
driver and pedestrian lights on Washington and Tem- 
ple Streets. They are designed to keep traffic moving 
safely while responding to a pedestrian’ s desire to 


_ cross in a crosswalk. 
It is imperative that the public — both drivers and 


pedestrians — learn and adhere to the new light con- 
figurations. But just as important for public aety is 
obeying the 30-mph speed limit. . 

Quincy Center is not the Indianapolis Speedway. 
It’s not the Southeast Expressway, either. Please slow 


down here. There are many pedestrians in this area of 


the city and there will be many more with the prolifer- 
ation of residential apartments in the immediate area. 


If you’re a driver heading through Quincy Center, | - 


be mindful it may take a little extra time with a few 
miore light ‘cycles. And there are other roads that ring 
the downtown like the Burgin and Hannon Parkways 
that may be better options for expedited travel. 


Pedestrians should also be aware that some cross- - 
~ walks have moved and walk lights should be activated 


to cross the streets. Be sure a motorist is stopping be- 


- fore you step from the curb into the crosswalk, too. 


And don’t forget to look both ways for traffic in each 
direction. 

The downtown changed over the weekend and con- 
tinues to evolve. It’s an adjustment for sure. 

Let’s hope there is a renewed sense of safe driving 
and pedestrian walking, too

. Congregational Church that was on the corner of Wash- 
ington and South Streets. It was first erected in 1838 as a 
one-story Methodist church. It became a Congregational 


church in 1884 and a year later it was raised 10 feet and. 


a vestry, kitchen and stage were constructed beneath 
it. In 1900 the Fore River shipyard began operation 
nearby and the church eventually became surrounded by 
industrial businesses. In the 1940’s, under the direction 
of their new pastor, Rev. Bedros Baharian, the parish 
decided to raise the money to move a half-mile up the 
street to the corner of Abbey Road. In 1949 the 111-year- 


old original upper level of this church was lifted off the — 


\ bottom addition and moved on rollers up Washington 


Street onto a new foundation. Then the building was 


extended, covered with bricks, a new roof and refur- 
bished with wood trim inside. The new site also included 
a new parish house, social hall, offices and classrooms 
and a new steeple extending up 96 feet was erected at 
the front of the church. You would never know that the 


‘present church has a 178-year-old building as its sanc- 


tuary. And today the corner of South and Washington 


- Streets is home to an automobile lubrication firm, but a 


marker placed there by Rev. Baharian in 1950 denotes 
it as the site of the church’s original home.

Fentany! - A Public Health Crisis

With the recent fentanyl 


overdose death of pop idol - 


Prince, once again the spot- 
light focuses on the drug 


- that medical experts refer to 


as the new heroin, but dead- 
lier. 

Fentanyl has been around 
since the 1960s, and its po- 
tency works miracles, sooth- 
ing extreme discomfort. 


. Fentanyl is a powerful pain- 
' killing narcotic that is about 


80-100 percent more potent 
than morphine. Prescrip- 
tions such. as Actiq, Durag- 
esic and Sublimaze include 
fentanyl. 
tioners prescribe it to treat 


patients with severe chronic 
pain, cancer patients or pa- 


tients in serious discomfort 

who have developed a toler- 

ance to other opiates. 
Fentanyl is incredibly 


_ strong, and abuses of this 


drug especially can be fa- 
tal. The drug is identified as 


- being 25 to 50 times more 


potent than heroin. In 2014, 
doctors wrote 6.65‘ million 


fentanyl prescriptions for 


people dealing with severe 
chronic pain. Unfortunately, 
an illicit version of the drug 
is flooding into communities 
nationwide, with the Drug 
Enforcement Administra- 
tion describing it as a public 


. health Crisis. 


Smuggled into the US 


from Mexico, illegal’ fenta- 


nyl can be sold on its own, 
disguised as_ prescription 
pills, or cut igto heroin .This 
drug is so potent than even 
minute amounts can kill a 


person..More than OxyCon- 


tin, Vicodin, or other familiar

oin to make Massachusetts’ 
opioid crisis particularly 
virulent.

got toxicology screens in 
2015 had fentanyl in their 
systems. Fentanyl now con- 
tributes to roughly half of 
all opioid-related deaths in 
Massachusetts, which is 
component of what tide 
Massachusetts’ opioid epi- 
demic so unique from the 
rest of the country. Like all 
opiates, fentanyl. increases 
the dopamine levels in a 
person’s brain to produce a 
state of euphoria, a reaction 
only magnified when mixed 


with heroin, hydrocodone, 


or other illegally-sold_pre- 
scription painkillers. 


In contrast to other opi-. 


ates, fentanyl is exception- 
ally fast-acting, when you 
inject it intravenously, it 


begins to affect you before 


you're even done giving 
yourself the shot. 

For many, particularly 
our youth, opioid addiction 
may start when a health care 
provider prescribes opioids 
following an injury, through 
having access to pain medi- 


cation in the family medi- 
_ cine cabinet, or by obtain- 


ing the medication from 
friends. The intent of these 
treatments when-prescribed 
and taken appropriately are 
for effective relief of severe 
pain, however when they 
are misused and abused it 
can lead to considerably 
negative outcomes, includ- 
ing addiction, overdose and 
death. 
Recent national data sug- 
gests that those who misuse 
prescription opioids may be 
more likely to use heroin, 


which is easily accessible, 


cheap on the streets and has 


_drastic and long-term im-. 


pacts. 

Many people are disin- 
clined to believe that a child 
or loved one may misuse 
opioids or be addicted to 


one of these drugs. Howev- 
er, anyone who experiments 
with any of these powerful 
medications is at risk for un- 


desirable consequences. 


The symptoms of drug 
misuse and addiction can 
vary depending on the per- 
son and the drug being mis- 
used. Some of the Warning 
signs include: | 

* Pills or medicine bottles

. AS a@ parent, some of the’ 
most effective: things you 


can do are, talk to your kids 
about opioids, discuss al- 
ternatives to opioids with 
prescribers, and take’ pre- 
cautions to ensure that kids 
and other family members 
do not have access to opi- 
oids. It is imperative to be 
clear with your expectations 
about drug and alcohol use 
and follow through by sup- 
porting beneficial decisions 
that your loved ones make. 

' At home, take a regular 


inventory of medicines kept ~ 


in your cabinet that have 
the potential to be abused. 
Keep medicines in a secure 
location and dispose of any 


‘unused prescription drugs. 
Unused medicines can be . 


dropped off at secure medi- 
cine drop off boxes at many 
locations across Massachu- 
setts. Do not flush medi- 


cines down the drain unless . 


the label or accompanying 
patient information specifi- 
cally instructs you to do so.

Channeling Environmental Activist Lydia Goodhue 
What Is Stormwater, Where It Goes, Making A Difference | 


By MAUREEN MAZRIMAS . 


Lydia Goodhue was an environmental activist from 
Wellesley at a time when Boston Harbor was often compared 


to an open cesspool. Before the creation of the MWRA and 


the ultimate cleanup of Boston Harbor, Mrs. Goodhue urged 


sewer users to understand the ramifications of careless dis- 
posal of materials into one’s toilet and sink. In the 1980s, 
she penned an article for the Wellesley Townsman entitled, 
“Do you know where your sewage is tonight?” People are 
much more informed today about their sewer — but know 


little about what happens when materials are disposed of — 
. into.a catch basin. So, now I ask you... 


“Do you know where your 
_ Stormwater is tonight?” — 
WHAT IS STORMWATER? 


Stormwater is simply rain that falls onto buildings, roads; 


green space, and water bodies. For us, it does not affect 
Quincy’s drinking water, which is supplied by the Quabbin 
Reservoir owned and operated by the DCR. 

So, suppose it rained last night — what happened when 
that rain hit the ground? Some of it fell in your yard and 
helped your lawn and flowers grow. Some of it was ab- 
sorbed into the atmosphere. Some, of course, went directly 


into the Harbor, the marshes, the creeks, the ponds and the - 
rivers. A lot of it fell on impervious surfaces such as streets. 


and sidewalks, buildings, and driveways. The rain that falls 
on your roof, goes into your gutters, then travels to your 
downspouts, and then out onto the driveway. The more im- 
pervious the surface — the greater the runoff. [There are 
many interesting ways to mitigate some of those effects — 
such as rain gardens (see the DPW website for details).] 

The stormwater that runs off your driveway and other 
impervious surfaces is a big concern. THAT water finds its 
way into the stormwater drains (catch basins) in the street. 
On its way to the catch basin, it picks up oil and other wastes 
from your driveway, pet waste that has been improperly dis- 
carded, pesticides, herbicides — even cigarette butts careless- 
ly disposed of in the street. On a recent cleanup along the 
Neponset, volunteers found numerous hypodermic needles 
— many of which were just pitched into the catch basin. 

Whatever is tossed down a catch basin will most prob- 
ably wind up in some body of water. Some people actually 
throw their bags of dog poop down the storm drain thinking 
it goes to a sewer system. That is not the case. That excre- 
ment could wind up in your river, or the ocean, or even on 
your back doorstep if you have waterfront property. That’s 
one of the reasons dogs are not permitted on the beach in the 
summer months because they could leave their excrement 
on the beach for people to step in, or it will simply wash 
into the ocean. 

The City of Quincy, Department of Public Works has 
made storm drains a priority in its litereeure, Those publica- 
tions include the following: - 

THE STORM DRAIN DOES NOT 
LEAD TO A TREATMENT FACILITY 
Stormwater drains & sanitary sewers 

There is a big difference between stormwater drains and 
sanitary sewers. Both are separate and distinct, both are 
underground and both play a crucial role in the health and 
safety of our residents. The sanitary sewer system starts out- 
side your home and carries waste from your sinks and toilets 
to the Deer Island treatment facility in Winthrop. 


The Stormwater drain system collects overflow rain and . 
melting snow from roofs, lawns, streets, parking lots, drive- . 


ways and sidewalks and directs this water to designated ar- 
eas for drainage into the environment.

and in many cases can create major environmental hazards 
with long-lasting consequences. 
WHAT IS THE RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN STORMWATER, SANITARY 
_ SEWERAGE AND POLLUTION? 
A significant source of pollution from the city’s stormwa- 
ter is the City’s sanitary sewer system leaking into the storm- 


_ water system. As is true with many New England towns, 


most of the city’s clay sanitary sewer pipes were installed in 
the 1920s, and many are in ‘need of repair or replacement. 


Most of the stormwater mains were installed side-by-side . 


into existing sanitary sewer trenches in the 1940s or earlier. 
In order to provide a gravity-designed channel for rising 


ground water in big storms, the joints between stormwater - 


pipe segments were left unsealed. While sanitary sewer 
pipes are sealed, as they age, they develop cracks, collapse 


Or disintegrate. Sewage then leaks into ground water and 


into the cracks and unsealed joints of stormwater: pipes. 
During storms, stormwater leaks into cracked sewer pipes, 
exacerbating issues with both systems. 
; Q 

You need not be a “tree hugger” to appreciate the value 
of clean water. “Clean water is everyone’s business!” Pol- 
lution is a very costly endeavor. We need not look that far 
back in history to realize the economic and social cost that a 


dirty Boston Harbor brought to the residents of this area. We — 
could not swim in it. We could not fish in it. The fish were. 


dying off in great numbers. Even tourism suffered. There 
were even times when it literally stunk! Thanks to litigation 
initiated by the City of Quincy under Mayor Francis Mc- 
Cauley, Boston Harbor is now a lot healthier. 

-The costs to cure pollution are astronomical. That’s why 
it makes more sense to avoid it before it happens. We need 
to realize that our catch basins are not sewers; we can’t just 
dump stuff in there and expect that it’s going to go off to 
some treatment plant and will never have to see it again. 

You can make a difference
